DEFENDS RAILWAY POLICY 





Trying to Make Laws They Can Obey, 
He Declares at Big Chicago St. 
Patrick’s Day Celebration. 





CHICAGO, 17.—St. Patrick was 
notably remembered in Chicago to-day, 
but the brunt of it fell upon President 
Taft, aud he was a thoroughiy tired man 
j when his train left at 11 o'clock to-night 
for Rochester, N. Y¥Y. During the day the 
‘President spoke to members of the Chica- 
go Newspaper Club, the Traffic Club, to 
a conservation mass meeting at the Au- 
ditorium, to members and guests, of the 
Hamilton Club, and twice at functions 
provided by the Irish Fellowship Club, 
which was his hest for the day. 

In these speeches the President touched 
on ‘‘ statesmen correspondents,’ who col- 
ored facts to suit their views. To the 
railway mey of the Traffic Club he ex- 
pressed his trust in the sense of justice 
ef the American people, and averred that 
he had tearned more in the first year of 
his administration than he could hope to 
a@ssimilate in the next three. 

In An informal talk at the first of the 
two entertainments provided by his 
‘hosts, a luncheon at noon, he said: ‘* When 
lL arrived vesterday ""—and the slip 
caused a smile of which the President 
feemed unconscious. It probably seemed 
to him that he had been here two days, 
for the forenoon had been crowded with 
oratory and handshaking enough for 
forty-eight hours.

Glad of South's Prosperity. 
Speaking of the prosperity of the coun- 
try the President referred especially to 
advances in the South. 
‘I like to dwell upon that,” said he, 





“because down in the South there was a 
fime when she was hindered and had 
seemingly little chance of any real prog- 
ress. But now she is making more prog- 
ress than any of us, East, West, or North. 
And I know that you, Northerners as you 
-@re, welcome that fact because you real- 
ize that there was a time when she did 
not have a fair show.”’

Taft, unobtrusively edged into the crowd 
during the reception given by the Chicago 
Newspaper Club, and was also present at 
the Irish luncheon, where a harp of

When the President reappeared he 
scemed much refreshed, and there was 
nothing of weariness apparent in his man- 
ner when he began his address to the 
thousands of persons who had gathered 
for the conservation mass meeting at the 
Auditorium Theatre at 3 in the afternoon. 

At the stage door of the theatre a man 
who attempted to follow the President 
into the building was sezeid by two Se- 
cret Service officers. He declared he was 
a newspaper man, but the paper for 
which he said he worked denied his 
statement. He was locked up, after a 
struggle. He gave the name of ‘ Dick” 
Short. At the station. it was said he 
seemed .to be under the inflnence of liquor. 

In the course of the Auditorium address 
prolonged cheering interrupted the speak- 
er when he mentioned the name of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 


} Credit to Roosevelt and Pinchot. 


'“The conservation movement,” said 
Mr. Taft, ‘‘“owes its beginning to Theo- 
more Roosevelt. [Prolonged applause.] Go 

it again. You don't enjoy that any more 
than I do. Who was it inspired in Gifford 
Pinchot that wonderful activity of mind 
and body with reference to the conserva- 
tion movement? [Applause.] I am in 
favor of giving credit where credit be- 
longs [applause] and of withholding it 
where it does not belong. 

“There are people’ in Congress, consci- 
entious, hard-working, prominent states- 
men, who look at the question of con- 
servation as it might have been looked 
at twenty or thirty years ago. They are 
still in favor of letting out the land and 
getting the settlers on it, not in favor 


of a careful method of conservation and | 


preservation. I am not criticising them. 
They say that I don’t understand’ and 
jthat we in the East don’t understand the 
situation because we don’t breathe the 
atmosphere of the West. Well, I think 
we are convincing a good many of them 
that we are right and thev are in the 
wrong; but there are some of them who 
are perfect Ajaxes in debate and who 
say they will continue to debate this 
question and will stand against the con- 
servation programme as long as the leath- 
er of their shoes will last. 

‘** What I want to get is an act of Con- 
gress that shall invalidate all of the with- 
drawals of land that have been made and 
shall give me power to make such fur- 
ther withdrawals as ought to be made un- 
til Congress has determined upon the 
proper disposition of those lands.’’ 

The President said that he was meet- 

ing opposition both from those who wished 
an immediate disposal of land and from 
those who questioned the constitutional 
power of the President to make with- 
drawals. 
' The day found Chicago fairly buried in 
green, banners, and bunting. From the 
time the President stepped off his special] 
train at the Thirty-third Street Station 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad at 7:50 A. 
M. he Baw hardly a building or an indi- 
vidual that did-not show the Irish color. 
Met at the station by a National Guard 
regiment and large Reception Committee. 
Mr. Taft was hurried to an automobile 
which swung into the line of a St. 
Patrick’s Day parade which marched 
through Michigan Avenue to the down- 
‘town district and escorted him to the La 
Salle Hotel. .

NEW MAURETANIA RECORDS. | 





26 Minutes Cut Off the Long Course— 
Also Best Day’s Run Yet, 


The Cunard liner Mauretania, now in 
command of Capt. Turner, added to her 
laurels yesterday by breaking the record 
over the long Atlantic course of 2,889 
knots by 26 minutes and landing her pas- 
Ssengers in New York just before midnight 
last night. Both the Lusitania and the 
Mauretania have landed on Thursday on 
the short route, but yesterday was the 
first time this had been accomplished on 
the Winter route. 

The Mauretania made the passage from 
Daunt’s Rock to the Ambrose Channel 
Lightship, at which she arrived at 8:40 
o'clock last night, in 4 days 15 hours and 
-9 minutes, at an average speed of 25.91 
Knots, On Monday at noon the liner and 
averaged 26.79 knots from the previous 
noon, which was a record day’s run. Up 
to Wednesday noon, when she struck a& 
snowstorm, she had averaged 26.07 knots 
Since leaving Queenstown on Sunday. 

The previous westward record over the 
long course was made by the same vessel 
in July last, in 4 days 15 hours and 55 
ininutes, under command of Capt. Pritch- 
ard, at an average speed of 25.84 knots. 
She did not then land her passengers on 
Thursday night. 


THE SOD BY TAFT UNTRODDEN

Good Irish Earth Vanished and Some 
Say Souvenir Hunters Got It. 


CHICAGO, March 17.--The reason why 
President Taft had no piece of the ‘* ould 
sod** to stand upon at the St, Patrick 
banquet here to-night is~not absolutely 
established. It is admitted, however, that 
the sod, or most of it, had disappeared when 
the time came to use it, and it is alleged 
that souvenir hunters carried away last 
night much of the good Irish eerth, im- 
ported in order that the President might 
address Irish-Americans from the real 
soil of the Emereld Isle. 

A rumor to ttre effect that the sod 
was missing from the ship on which it 
was brought across seas was circulated, 
but this proved unfounded. The sod duly 
arrived at Chicago and Was stored in 
a100m at the La Salle Hotel, where the 
banquet was held to-night. Ever since 
the came crowds of Irish men and 
women have been visiting the hotel and 
crying at the sight of it. These good pa- 
triots in some cases undoubtedly carried 
away bits of it, but the heaviest inroad 
is said to have been made Inst night, and 
just how it was made is not clearly ex- 
plained by the souvenir hypothesis 

In quarters it is even hinted 
that the disanpearance was not acciden- 
fal, but was delibegately arranged to pre- 
vent the violation of the tradition that 
a President of the United States shall 
not set foot during his term of office on 
foreign soil. If the sod was regarded 
as an actual part of Ireland, a strayed’ 
fragment, many argued that the President 
cculd not in propriety stand upon it. 

When the view was presented that the 

sod bad no political significance, but was 
a mere importation of minera] and vege- 
table matter, the sentimentatists took 
great umbrage. 
In any case the police are making no 
move to discover the culprits, peace reigns 
ainong the erstwhile disputants, and the 
President had to be content with carrying 
a smail chunk: of the ‘ould sod’’ back 
to Washington. 

The offictal explanation of the absence 
of the sod, by the way, included a state- 
ment that it was altogether too bulky for 


a banquet room and that it was not a 
good place to put a chair anyway. 


BI-PARTY SCANDAL CHARGED. 


Cortland Clerk Said to Have Sup- 
pressed Story Involving Republican. 


ALBANY, March 17.—Gov. Hughes was 
asked to-day to remove from office Luke 
J. MeEvoy, Democratic County Clerk of 
Cortland County, on charges of ‘“ mis- 
conduct and wrongful and unlawful acts 
and practices’’ in connection with his 
election last Fall, preferred by Levi R. 
Chase, then a candidate for District At- 
torney on the Republican ticket. 

The charges involve a tale of an al- 
leged political deal by which McEvoy 
brougat about his re-election as County 
Clerk. Chase, the complainant, in an af- 
fidavit declares that he is satisfied that 
McEvoy in the campaign suppressed a 
scandal concerning alleged “jury fixing,”’ 
in return receiving from 8S. K. Jones, his 
Republican opponent, financial aid and 
hitna not to have things go any further.”’ 
McEvoy’'s behalf in the preliminary can- 
vass. 

Chase further alleges that McEvoy had 
obtained proof that Jones and certain 
other persons in a previous administration 
of the County Clerk’s office had been im- 
plicated in ‘jury fixing.’’ Chase declares 
that Jones and the others had arranged 
certain names in an open envelope which 
had been pasted on the inside of the jury 
box ard that when the names were 
drawn the Clerk took the names from the 
envelope instead of from the bottom of 
the jury box. 

MeEvey, Chase declares, purchased this 
information and made preparations to 
publish it as a campaign document, but 
suppressed it after the arrangement with 
Jones. Chase adds that McEvoy told 
him that Roland L. Davis, Chairman of 
the Cortland County Republican Commit- 
tee, ‘‘ got down on his knees and begged 
him not to have things go any further.” 

Assemblyman Merritt to-day introduced 
a bill increasing the number of Deputies 
ef the Siate Controller from two to 
four, one at a salary of $5,000 a year, 
two, one of whem shall be in charge of 


the Controller's New York office, at a 
salary of $4,5 each, and one at $4,000. 
Vrovision is made also for an Assistant 
Deputy. 

A State Department of Commerce and 
Industry is created by a bill introduced 
to-day by Assemblyman Colne. It pro- 
vides for the appointment of a Commis- 
sioner at an annual salary of $7,500 a 
year. The Commissioner is given broad 
powers of investigation. 


CARNEGIE ON MOUNTAIN TOP. 


Will Visit Solar Observatory on Sum- 
mit of Mount Wilson. 


PASADENA, Cal., March 17.—Andrew 
Carnegie, accompanied by Mrs. Carnegie 
and daughter, George F. Hale, Director 
of the Carnegie Solar Observatory; Dr, 
J. A. B. Scherer, President.of.Throop In- 
stitute; Dr. H. Pritchett, President of the 
Carnegie Foundation; Horace White, 
editor of The New York Evening Post, 
and Samuel Barr of Pittsburg, started on 
a wagon trip to-day to the summit of 
Mount Wilson, 6,000 feet above sea level. 

The Carnegie Solar Observatory, which 
is a part of the Carnegie Institution in 
Washington, is located on the top of the 
mountain. The most jnteresting feature 
of the trip will be a peep at Halley’s 
cfimet through the big lens. The party 
will spend two days on the mountain.

SAYS JAPAN ADMIRES US 





And There’s No Greund for Runiors of 


Conflict—Patten, the Cotton Bull, 
Back Again—Rabbi Wise Home. 





Charlés Warren Fairbanks of _Indianap- 
olis, former Vice President of the United 
States, came back home last night with 
a message of peace. After an absence of 
nearly a year on a tour around the world, 
te arrived on the Cunarder Mauretania, 
which brought in with him two new ocean 
records for the trip, James A. Patten, the 
speculator, fresh from his stormy experi- 
ences in Manchester; Sir Percy Scott, the 
British Admiral who saved Ladysmith 
in the Boer war: Rabbi Stephen 8. Wise, 
and a distinguished company of others. 

Mr. Fairbanks talked freely. Peace 
with Japan seemed to concern him most- 
lv. By a strange coincidence he reaches 
New York in time to be an honored guest 
with President Taft at a dinner of the 
American Peace and Arbitration League, 
at the Hotel Astor on Tuesday night. On 
Monday evening he will be the honor 
guest of the Ohio Society of New York at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. 

‘** President Roosevelt's Administration,” 
said Mr. Fairbanks, ‘“ greatly strengthe- 
ened che ties between us and other pow- 
ers, and President Taft is understood 
abroad as favoring a policy of inter- 
national peace. There is, therefore, nod 
lurking fear of our absolute good faith. 

“Diplomacy will adjust, as it should, 
any and all international questions, so far 
as we are able to foresee. Nothing but 
inconceivable blunders in diplomacy can 
bring about a conflict between us and 
any of our friends beyond the Pacific 
or beyond the Atlantic. 


No Ground For War Rumors. 


“President Taft and Secretary Knox 
have the wisdom and patriotism ncessary 
to preserve our rights in the Far East, 
under orderly processes, without peril 
either to our National honor or our Na- 
tional peace. 

“Those who now and then fill the air 

with unfounded rumors of possible trouble 
between us and any foreign power, do 
not thereby advance our worldwide in- 
terest or contribute to our National pres- 
tige. 
“There is not the slightest ground, in 
my opinion, for the suggestion which now 
and then obtains currency to the effect 
that there is danger of war between the 
United States and Japan, or with any 
other power. We were never further re- 
moved from the possibilities of serious 
conflict than we are to-day. Japan has 
a respect and an admiration for the Unit- 
ed States which is genuine and undis- 
guised. I found such to be the 
feeling of that country from the Em- 
peror and the Katsura Cabinet down to 
men in every walk of life. Editors, 
business men, and men generally, who in- 
fluence public opinicn, covet nothing 
more than favorable regard of the United 
States. 

“If there seems to be any conflict of 
view with respect to Japanese and Ameri- 
can rights in Manchuria or elsewere, it 
does not follow that that means grave 
cifficulty, or that any thought of trouble 
enters into the minds of either Govern- 
ment because of such action. There is 
nothing in the present relations between 
the two countries which can justify any 
imputation upon the entire good faith of 
either toward the other. 


No Hitches in Other Countries. 


“And what I have said with respect to 
the United States and Japan may be said 
with equal confidence with regard to the 
United States and Great Britain. I do not, 
of course, believe many well informed per- 
sons of rational judgment think that any 
conflict of opinion or hitch in negotiations 
respecting the proposed Chinese loan can 
lead to grave consequences. If it is 
thought that Great Britain is moving 
somewhat slowly in the matter it should 
be remembered that an acute political 


situation exists in that country which 
may make progress at the moment some- 
what difficult. Amid these conditions it 
is not at all strange that there should be 
more or less delay with respect to the 
particular matter in which our Govern- 
ment is now concerned. 

‘‘T have observed among the British 
people, in official circles and outside, the 
same genrous regard for the United States 
which they so signally manifested during 
our last war. We have an enormous 
commerce with each other, . [It will con- 
tinue to be a considerable share of the 
foreign trade of both countries for count- 
less years to come. We are competitors 
in many foreign markets, but this need 
not interfere with our good relations. Men 
of business sense do not fall out and rend 
each other because they compete in trade. 

‘‘Germany and France entertain for the 
United States nothing but sentiments of 
good will. Emperor William and Presi- 
dent Fallieres and the _ responsible 
Ministers of the two Governments, lose 
no suitable opportunity to emphasize this 
fact. 

‘‘In the other countries which I have 
visited, the same generous regard for 
America prevails.’’ 


PATTEN HOME AGAIN,

Tells of the “‘ Booing ”’ in Manchester, 
and Says It Was Exaggerated. 


James A. Patten, the cotton speculator, 
returned to this country last night on 
the Mauretania. In speaking of the 
demonstration against him last week on 
the Manchester Exchange he declared 
that the incident had been exaggerated, 
and that the courtesy he had received 
from the Liverpool merchants had made 
up for it completely, 

‘The storm,’ he said, “ has been much 
exaggerated in coming 3,000 miles. lL 
was invited to accompany President Hut- 
ton and James Brown, one of the leading 
cotton spinners of Manchester, to the 
Exchange. It is not a regular cotton 


pit, but a general exchange where mer- 
chants of all. kinds meet every Tuesday 
and Friday. There were about 5,000 per- 
sons present the day I was there, 

‘Mr. Brown escorted me on to the floor 
and introduced me to several members. 
In a few minutes a crowd gathered round 
me, I thought for~curiosity, to see if I 
had horns or not, you know. Then they 
began to shove me and boo. I did not 
understend at all what it meant, and I 
had been moved along about seventy-five 
feet or so before I got into my thick 
head that they were trying to get me-off 
the floor. 

‘There was no violence, and I walked 
quietly off, a crowd, however, follow

THE SOUTH CALLS FOR 
NORTHERN BABIES 


Foundling Asylum Sent a Car- 
load of Seventy Last Week 
and More Are Wanted. 























TEXAS WRITES TO MAYOR 





Baptist Clergyman and a Farmer Want 
One Each—Asylum’s Orphans 
Sent to New Orleans, 





To satisfy an unusually active demand 
for babies, centring chiefly around New 
Orleans and Southern Louisiana towns, 
the New York Foundling and Orphan 
Asylum at Sixty-eighth Street and Lex- 
ington Avenue, sent out a cargo of choices 
but parentless babies last week in answer 
to letters from parents in comfortable 
but childless homes. Since then the qual- 
ity of the home-brighteners sent out has 
proved of such a high order that the in- 
stitution has been swamped with letters 
demanding babies, and now getting 
ready a second consignment to send Dixie- 
ward in a few weeks. 

The last shipment of choice baby freight 
was sent out In charge of two sisters of 
charity. several agents, and nurses on 
March 8. It consisted of seventy babies. 
Of these forty-one went to New Orleans, 
sixteen to neighboring Louisiana towns, 
nine to Chicago, and four to Memphis. 

In each case, except in that of New Or- 
leans, the percentage of boys and girls 
was about equally divided. In New Or- 
leans, however, a strong preference was 
expressed for*baby boys. The letters asked 
for anything from ‘‘a nice child” and 
‘one that can be the sunshine our 
home’’ to vabies with black hair and 
black eyes, curly hair, or red hair. All 
the letters, however, specified that the 
baby mutst be in perfect condition mental- 
ly and physically. All the babies sent out 
were warranted to fill the bill. The chil- 
dren ranged in age from 2 to 214 years.

sent were inspected three times by differ- 
ent persons before the babies left New 
> . 

York, and a fourth time by the Sisters of 
Charity, now in New Orleans with their 
charges. Some of the parents-to-be ex- 
pressed a preference for orphans and 
others for foundlings, but In no case was 
the history of the child asked for or sub- 
mitted. In every case the baby seemed to 
give satisfaction, and it is believed that 
the renewed demands for babies in New 
Orieahs was stimulated by intermaternal 
gossip and boasting over last week's 
cargo of infantile sunshine and squalls. 

From the South, also, yesterday Mayor 
Gaynor received a letter asking help in 
obtaining children. Two citizens of Hol- 
land, Texas, wrote requesting him to send 
them a boy and a girl for adoption. The 
letter said that the writers understood 
that there were a number of children in 
New York without homes, and con- 
tinued: 

‘There are two of us here that want a 
child apiece—a bright boy about twelve 
vears of age and a girl from ten to 
twelve. I want a girl able to read and 
write some. We will give them good 
homes, send them to school, and treat 
them as well as if they were our own 
children. If you can get us these chil- 
dren please send them right away.’’ 

The Mayor declined to make public the 
names of his correspondents, but said 
that one was a Baptist clergyman and the 
other a farmer. 


AUTO RACES FROM DYING BOY. 


Eludes Pursuers After Hitting Police- 
man’s Son—Father Leads Search. 


Speeding through 161st Street at the 
rate of forty miles an hour late yester- 
day afternoon, a big automobile, in which 
were two men and a chauffeur, struck 
an 88-year-old boy, Henry Otto, Jr., of 868 


Courtlandt Avenue, throwing him twenty- 
five feet forward, passing over him. and 
then, after a second’s pause, speeding 
away faster than ever. The boy died of a 
fracture of the skull at the Lebanon Hos- 
pital two hours later, and last night the 
police sent out a general alarm fon the 
car. 

Foremost in the search for the speeders 
was Policeman Henry Otto, of the Alex- 
ander Avenue Station, the father of the 
boy, who carried the lad into his home 
after the accident, and then, after his 
death, got leave of absence and asked In- 
spector Flood to assign him to the duty 
of hunting down the boy’s slayers. 

After hitting the boy, the automobile 
stopped for a moment at Park Avenue, 
half a block away, letting off a cloud of 
smoke from its exhaust, which concealed 
the license number. Then it turned ab- 
ruptly and sped on. 

Russell Schmidt of 896 Jackson Avenue, 
who was in a light runabout, saw the ac- 
cident, and whipped up his horse in pur- 
suit. He followed the car in Park Ave- 
nue to 158th Street, and then over the 
Madison Avenue bridge into Manhattan, 
where it distanced him and he lost sight 
of it. He could not see the license num- 








ber. 

Lester Thoman of 869 East 157th Street, 
a small playmate of the Otto boy, later 
told the police that he had seen the 
license number of the automobile. The 
police found that a = of the number he 
mentioned was owned by a man living in 
Rahway, N. J., and so were inclined to 
believe that the boy had been mistaken.

PAULHAN VANISHES; 
MAY HAVE SAILED 


French Line Officials Deny He 
Was a Passenger on Provence, 
but He Can’t Be Found. 








HIS AIRSHIPS HELD HERE 





Aeronaut’s Attorney Says Manager 
Cleary Paid Only Half His Contract 
Salary—Latter Sued by Wrights. 





Louis Paulhan, who failed vesterday to 
obtain an order from Supreme Court 
Justice Newberger permitting him to take 
his four aeroplanes aboard the French 
liner Provence, which sailed yesterday, 
and on which he had passage engaged, 
could not be found yesterday. He, his 
wife, and uncle, and his friend and in- 
terpreter, Robert de Kerauson de P@nnen- 
dreff, apparently vanished as effectually 
as though they had sailed away on the 
Provence. Officials of the French Line 
denied that this was the case. 

The apartment of Clifford B. Harmon at 
47 East Forty-fourth Street, which Paul- 
han had occupied for the past ten days 
in spite of having a suite at the Hotel 
Knickerbocker, was last night empty of 
the French aviator’s personal belongings, 
nor had Paulhan, his wife, or any mem- 
ber of his entourage been seen there all 
day. 

The two Farman biplanes and the two 
Blériot monoplanes with which Paulhan 
has been making exhibition flights in this 
country since Jan. 10 are still in the bet- 
ting shed of the Jamaica race track under 
a guard provided by Paulhan’s former 
manager, Edwin Cleary. Mr. Cleary has 
brought suit against Paulhan, alleging 
violation of contract, and has asked for 
an injunction restraining Paulhan from 
rfmoving the four aeroplanes until this 
litigation is ended. 

Paulhan’s attorneys, instead of filing 
yesterday the brief which it had been ex- 
pected they would, presented a number 
of affidavits in support of Paulhan’s con- 
tention that he had not received yet the 
amount of money his contract with Mr. 
Judge Newberger then 
assented to the request of Frederick N. 
Van Zandt, Mr. Cleary’s lawyer, for permis- 
sion to file counter-affidavits, and gave 
Mr. Van Zandt until this morning to do 
so, announcing that he would render his 
decision as soon thereafter as possible. 
‘Mr. Van Zandt said that Mr. Cleary 
would try to prevent Paulhan from leav- 
ing the United States, with or without his 
machines, until his suit against the aero- 
naut fer violation of contract should be 
settled. 

Mr. Beebe, attorney for Paulhan, said 
that the reason Paulhan had broken with 
Mr. Cleary was that Paulhan had re- 
ceived only half the sums due him under 
his contract and that he was convinced 
that Mr. Cleary could not pay him the 
$6,000 a week which this agreement called 
for. Mr. Beebe said, also, that Mr. Cleary 
had received $50,000 from the promoters 
of the recent Los Angeles aviation meet, 
not one cent of which had he paid to 
Paulhan. 

Mr. Cleary was subpoenaed yesterday 
in the suit of the Wright Company charg- 
ing that he is guilty with Paulhan of con- 
tributory infringement of the Wright pat- 
ents, and asking for a preliminary as well 
as a permanent injunction against Mr. 
Cleary, restraining him from continuing 
exhibition flights with the four aeroplanes 
now at Jamaica, with either Paulhan or 
any one else as their operator. 

The bill of complaint asks the damages 
demanded be increased three-fold, and 
that the court decree that the Paulihan 
machines and parts thereof made in ac- 
cordance with the Wrights’ patents be de- 
livered to the Wright Company for de- 
struction. 

It was explained at the office of Pilny 
W. Williamson, local attorney for Wilbur 
and Orville Wright, that the Dayton in- 
ventors had no desire to keep Paulhan in 
the jurisdiction of the United States 
Courts, and that !t was immaterial to 


them whether he left the country or not, 
as long as his bond was ub. : 

H. A. Toulmin of Springfield, Ohio, pat- 
ent attorney for the Wright Company, 
left last night for Buffalo, wnere he will 
appear on Saturday morning in the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court in the Wrights 
suit against Glenn H. Curtiss and others. 
The attorneys for the defendants have 
made application to Judge Hazel to have 
this case, once decided in the Wrighis 
favor, reopened. 

Mr. Toulmin will request that the pat- 
ent infringement bond of $10,000, covering 
the flights which Mr, Curtiss made at 
Los angeles recently, be increased to cOv~ 
er his flights since then, and those also 
of his assistants and associates, both at 
Los Angeles and other cities, pending a 
decision by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals on Judge Hazel’s injunc- 
tion in favor of the Ohio inventors. 


BOGUS BANKDRAFTS FLOATING 


By Arrest of Two Men Police Think an 
International Swindle Stops. 


A transaction in bank drafts, which the 
police say looks like an international 
swindle, was nipped in the bud yesterday 
by the arrest of Charles M. Meeker, a 
broker, of 300 Lewis Avenue, Brooklyn, 
and Albert C. Thompson, a salesman of 
South Orange. Both mé@n are held at 
Police Headquarters charged with con- 
spiracy and grand larceny. Detective- 
Lieutenant Barney McConville, who, with 
Detective Nelson, made the arrests, says 
that fradulent bank drafts, amounting to 
some $5,000, have been cashed by various 
banks here during the last few months. 

George Garrabrant, Manager of the 
South Orange branch of the People’s Bank 
of East Orange, informed the police. 
Thompson deposited a draft for £107 with 
the People’s Bank on Oct. 28. It was 
drawn on the Commercial Banking Com- 
pany of London.

JAIL FOR CARELESS BLASTER. 


Clementi’s Conviction of Manslaughter 
the First on Such a Charge. 


Justice Goff, in the Criminal Branch of 
the Supreme Court, yesterday sentenced 
Eugene Clementi, the contractor convict- 
ed of manslaughter for careless blasting, 
which resulted in the death of William 
Fallert, to not less than three years nor 
more than five years in Sing Sing Prison. 
The maximum penalty for the offense is 
fifteen years. Justice Goff. said: 

“This is the first conviction in New 
York County for manslaughter in con- 
nection with blasting. While I feel that 
the prisoner should be punished severely, 
as an example to others, I will consider 
the recommendation of mercy from the 
jury. There is an utter disregard in this 
city of the lives of the citizens in care- 
less and negligent blasting operations. 

‘** Another’ great indication of the disre- 
gard for the rights and lives of citizens 
is the behavior of the chauffeurs who 
rush through the streets. I hope this sen- 
tence will be a deterrent in the future.’’ 


FARMERS CO-OPERATING. 


Incorporate a Wholesale Produce and 
Supplies Co.—May Fight Packers. 
Speciai to The New York Times. 
TRENTON, March 17.—What looks iike 
a farmers’ co-operative company was char- 
tered here to-day in the Farmers’ Whole- 
sale Company. It has the right to deal in 
all kinds of farmers’ produce and sup- 
plies, the right to establish abbatoirs and 
cold-storage plants, and to do a milling 

and manufacturing business.

FIGHT COMES AS SURPRISE

WASHINGTON, Friday, March 17, 2:30 
A. M.—In a session of the House, which 
has lasted from the regular time of meet- 
ing yesterday and which has not yet ad- 
vanced, Speaker Joseph G. Cannon has 
saved himself from being stripped of most 
of his power only by a refusal to rule 
upon a resolution suddenly brought before 
the House by the insurgent Republicans 
this afternoon. In a series of test votes 
the insurgents and Democrats have shown 
they have the strength to pass the meas- 
ure which provides that a new Rules 
Committee shall be chosen by the House: 
and that the Speaker shall not be a mem- 
ber of it. 

Speaker Cannon has been able to delay 
action because there is nothing to com- 
pel him to make a ruling at once on @ 
point of order, which has been raised 
against the resolution. He has said that 
he desires to look up precedents hefore 
he makes this ruling. His object has 
been to enable some of the regular Con- 
gsressmen, who have been summoned from 
New York and other places, to get back 
to Washington in the hope that with their 
aid the combination against Cannon can 
be defeated. The allies have refused to 
permit the House to adjourn in the hope 
of forcing a vote. . 

As has happened t: all the cases where 
the insurgents have taken the measure 
of the regular organization, the question 
that precipated the struggle to-day was 
purely technical. Since President Taft 
entered into the contest on behalf of the 
Speaker and the regular organization, the 
insurgents have been carefully “avoiding 
any move that would enable the regulars 
to line them up in opposition to legislation 
that the President has certified as part 
of the party programme. They have 
waited for their opportunity, and to-day 
it came. 

Their attack was squarely upon the 
citadel of the Speaker's, power-—the Com- 
mittee on Rules—-and their proposition, tf 
adopted, means the extraordinary humili- 
ation of Speaker Cannon through depos- 
ing him not only from the Chairmanship 
of that committee, which has been the 
engine of his personai will in the House 
for so long, but even from membership 
upon it. 

The opportunity for the insurgents is a 
result of the effort made yesterday by 
Judge Crumpacker, Chairman of the Com- 
mitee on Census, to get consideration for 
his bill amending the census law on cal- 
endar Wednesday. Speaker Cannon suf- 
fered a triple defeat on that measure 
yesterday, and when the House met to- 
day the regulars, infuriated by what had 
happened, came into the chamber de- 
termined to put a stop to such tactics. 
Judge Crumpacker again brought up ‘his 
bill and Speaker Cannon avoided a 
direct issue by submiting to the House 
whether it should be in order or not as 
an undertaking commanded by the Con- 
stitution, and therefore privileged. 

Insurgent Seizes the Chance. 

When the vote on the question of con- 
sideration was finally held it was nearly 
all in the affirmative, and the bill went 
through with a whoop. There was the 
insurgent opportunity. Judge Norris of 
Nebraska yanked out of his pocket an old 
aud crumpled paper that had been car- 
ried around so long that its edges were 
all frayed, and demanded recognition as 
a matter of privilege, deciaring that she 
also had a*resolution that dealt with a 
constitutional question and, under the de- 
cision in the case of Judge Crumpacker’s 
bill, was privileged. 

Thereupon Speaker Cannon directed 
that the resolution be sent to the desk 
and read. The moment the reading clerk 
saw it he smiled, for he recognized the 
fact that the great fight on the rules of 
the House was on. Judge Norris’s reso- 
lution abolished the present Committee 
on Rules, consisting of five members, 
and substitutes for it a committee of fifteen 
elecféd by the House. It specifically pro- 
vides that the Speaker shall not be even 
a member of the new committee. 

The reading cf the resolution showed 
the whole House that the fat was all in 
the fire. Already Representative Dwight 
and the other organization men had 
been busy sending for absentees and 
urging and commanding that they get 
to the House in the shortest possible 
time. Now their efforts were redoubled. 
At the same time the Democrats and in. 
surgent Republicans got busy in the effort 
to bring in every one of their absentees. 


Complete Surprise for Regulars, 


The Norris resolution took the Repub- 
lican organization completely by surprise. 
It was introduced immediatetly following 
the passage of the Crumpacker amend- 
ment to the Census act, which was final- 
lv held to be @ matter of constitutional 
privilege after having been blocked by 
yesterday's fight. When Mr. Norris ob- 
tained recognition fro mthe Chair he 
said: 

‘‘Mr. Speaker, I have also a resolution 
of privilege.”’ 

The Speaker hesitated a moment, and 
then-ordered it sent to the Clerk. The 
latter read it, and with a queer smile 
handed it to the Chair.

CONGER AGAIN HEARD 


Explains That He Wrote Friendly 
Letter Because He Feared 
Future Acts by Allds.

Chairman Davis Withdraws Decision 
After Wrangle by Attorneys—Ex- 
pert’s Testimony Contradicted. 





Spesial to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 17.—Taking of testi- 
mony in the Senate investigation of the 
Allds bribery charge came to a close to- 
day. Senator Benn Conger of Tompkins, 
whose charge that Senator Jotham P. 
Allds demanded and accepted a $1,000 
bribe in 1901 led to the investigetion, was 
the last witness. He took the stand after 
“a day given over to handwriting and 
«hemical experts, in which the entries on 
-"* Stub 28” of the bridge boodle check was 
“the bone of contention. 

Senator Conger provided a lively finish 
*to the hearings, which have been in prog- 
tress for almost six weeks. He was placed 
won the stand to deny certain. statements 
@nade by Senator Allds in his testimony. 
*rhen Lewis E. Carr of counsel for the 
mccyused took the little legislator in hand, 
tand subjected him to the sharpest piece of 
«ross-examination heard in the Senate 
Chamber since James W. Osborne queés- 
tioned Senator Allids. 

Mr. Carr took up the letter written by 
Senator Conger to Senator Alids just one 
month after the alleged bribery on the 
last Gay of the legislative session in 1901. 
The letter had been introduced in evi- 
dence by counsel for Senator Allds. In 
St Senator Conger addressed Mr. Allids 
in terms of admiration and respect. It 
turned out to-day that the letter was 
written in response to one in which Sen- 
ator Allds had thanked Mr. Conger for 
contributing generously to a fund to pur- 
chase presents for Mr. Allds, Speaker Nix- 
on, and the Clerk of the Assembly. 


Conger Feared More Demands. 


Mr. Carr asked Mr. Conger how he 
could reconcile his charge against Mr. 
Alids with the contents of that letter. 

‘‘T knew I was not coming back to the 
Legislature, and I wanted to have his 
good will,’’ said the witness. 

In reply to another question he said 


with the angry snap of a whip lash in 
every word: : 

“T wanted Allds to feel kindly Roward 
me when I was not here, because you 
never know what they are going to prey 
upon.”’ 

Through the entire cross-examination of 
Senator Conger there ran an echo of the 
interview which he gave to THE NEW 
YorK TIMES on the day the charges were 
first published, when he said: 

‘That little business between ‘Jo’ and 
me was merely a flea bite compared with 
some of the things they pulled off in Al- 
bany in those days. The Black Horse 
Cavalry was in the saddle then, and very 
little got by them.” 

The witnesses who preceded Mr. Conger 
on the stand were Albert S. Osborne, a 
handwriting expert from Rochester, and 
Joseph Deghuee, an expert chemist at- 
tached to the Lederle laboratories in New 
York City. The testimony of both was 
extremely technical. It had-to do with 
the constituent parts of ink, the signs of 

‘gaze in writing, and such matters. 

When the New York chemist was being 
@ross-examined by Mr. Littleton he testi- 
fied that it would be impossible by micro- 
seopical examination to determine 
whether the same ink had been used in 
the writing on the ‘‘ stub 28."" which both 
sides admit was written in 1901 when the 
eheck was made out, and the words 
‘Albany matter,’’ which counsel for Sen- 
ator Allds assert were written in after 
the present investigation began. The ex- 
perts for Senator Allds had testified that 
their conclusions as to the different 
times of the writing had been based on 
microscopical examination. 


Test of the Ink Ordered. 


Mr. Deghuee told Mr. Littleton that 
he had gone no further than the others. 
Then the lawyer asked him why he, be- 
ing a chemist, had not applied a chemical 
test to make sure. 

‘Let us have a test right here and 
now,’ shouted Mr. Osborne. ‘** Here is 
the chemist on the stand. Here is Mr. 
(‘arvalho, the handwriting expert for the 
other side, wno is an authority on inks. 
We have muriatic acid and we have the 
check. Let us have atest. It takes only 
two seconds to make it.’’ 

‘‘ Now, at the eleventh hour?” inquired 
Mr. Littleton, hotly. | 

‘* Po you object to it?’’ exclaimed Mr. 
Osborne with much excited gesticulation. 

‘** Here, you’re not going to place me 
in that light,’’ said Mr. Littleton. ‘“ This 
dramatic bluff at the end won't go.’ 

‘* Now, Jim, I wouldn’t take that impu- 
dence,”’ said Judge Van Wyck, who is as- 
sociated with Mr. Osborne as counsel for 
Mr. Conger, rising. 

Senator Davis, who presides at the 
hearings, finally. determined that the test 
should be made. The chemist left the 
witness chair. 

Mr. Osborne unwrapped a smal) vial of 
muriatic acid. Somebody else thrust the 
stubbook into the hands of the witness, 
who left the Chamber and went into the 
room of Lieut. Gov. White to make the 
test. Before he could apply the acid, 
hdéwever, he was stopped, The Senators 
had become stirred up and begun debat- 
ing. In the end, however, the witness 
made the test in the presence of Mr. 
Carvalho and Mr. Osborne, the handwrit- 
ing experts, 


Difference in Inks Not True. 


The handwriting expert returned and 
declared that his test had resulted in 
making the uncontested writing turn blue 
and the ink in the entries alleged to have 
been made more recently turn green. 
Hiram G. Moe had sworn that he wrote 
the entries on the stub two days af 
he had made the uncontested entries, and 
there is no claim by counsel for Senator 
©onger that the same kind of ink was 
used. The chemist testified that his ex- 
periment had developed that different ink 
iad been used, but that it had not shown 
that there was any difference in the age 
of the writing. Both Mr. Littleton and 
Mr.. Osborne professed to be greatly 
pleased with the result, and there was no 
cross-examination. 

Mr. Osborne, the handwriting expert, 
testified that he had examined into Moe’s 
checkbook most minutely, with the aid of 
testing fluids and the microscope, . He 
flatly contradicted the testimony of the 
Allds experts and declared that he could 
find nothing to warrant the assertion that 


halt the entries onthe stub had not heen 
made about the same time. The cross- 
examination by Mr. iLttleton was ex- 
tremely technical and protracted. 

When Senator Conger took the stand 
at the afternoon hearing he was ques- 
tioned by his personal counsel, ex-Judge 
‘David Ws: Van Hoesen. In-treply to his 
questions he denied: various conversations 
between himself and Senator Allds which 
the latter had testified to. He also testi- 
fied that he had no knowledge of efforts 
made by Senator Allds at the last session 
which resulted in the defeat of a high- 
way bill, the passage of which ‘He had 
much at heart. Counsel for Senator Alids 
have declared that hostility growing out 
of that acticn was in part motive for the 
charge made by Senator Conger. 


Carr Grills Conger... 


On cross-examination Mr.’ Conger testl!- 
fied that his contribution to the fund 


with which the presents for Mr. Allds, 
Speaker Nixon, and the Assembly Clerk 
were purchased, had been made before 
Senator Allds had demanded $1,000 from 
his brother Frank for defeating the Malt- 
by-Stevens bill. 

‘Well, your ietter to Allds at-any event 
was written after this alleged demand 
and payment of money,” said Mr. Carr. 

Senator Conger replied that it had been 
written, as indicated, on May 23, just a 
month after the alleged bribe had been

Howard, Republican, of At- 
tempted Party Reorganization 





RIDICULES ROOT MESSAGE 





Says None Considers Wire-Pulling Be- 
hind it—Gaynor’s Methods and 
His Work Here Praised. 





TROY, N. Y., March 17.—W..0. How- 
ard, a State Supreme Court Justice and a 
Republican, went on record to-night as a 
Gaynor boomer, while he heaped sarcasm 
and viteriol on the heads of the Repub- 
lican legislators at Albany. Professional 
reformers he described as ‘‘ vapid, sap- 
less, spineless, chinless,’ sexless beings, 
sprung from no race and owned by no 
race.”’ 

Senator Elihu Root’s telegram to the 
organization Republicans at Albany di- 
recting the election of State Senator Har 
vey D. Hinman as President pro tem. of 
the Senate—a demand which he recalled 
was followed by the election of George H. 
Cobb, the Woodruff-Barnes candidate— 
brought from the Justice’s Mps severe 
ridicule as he questioned the motives 
which inspired the telegram. 

The Justice was speaking at a St. Pat- 
rick’s Day dinner of the Sons of St. Pat- 
rick, and after a tribute to the Irish saint 
took up the present political situation. It 
was in his comments on the Allds-Conger 
bribery inquiry, its cost, and the ‘ house- 
cleaning’’ supposed to be going on at 
Albany that he referred to Judge Gaynor. 

“The way to clean house,’’ said he, “1s 
the way Gaynor is doing it. His way 
doesn’t cost a cent. He is not a counter- 
feit reformer, but a real one. He is clean- 
ing house with the laws which he has; 
they do not assist him much nor hinder 
him any—he would do it if he had no laws 
at all. He saws wood. He will clean up 
New York before he gets through with 
it, and clean it up well at a saving of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to the 
taxpayers. 

‘No accident ‘of a single day brought 
Judge Gaynor suddenly out of the dense 
obscurity of forty years, and yet, -with- 
out “any $50,000 commissions to smirch 
some other person’s reputation and em- 
bellish his own, this strong, silent, modest 
man goes about his work without ostenta- 
tion or parade, not proclaiming himself 
a reformer, but in fact accomplishing 
more reform than all the self-confessed 
reformers A+ together.”

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ROOSEVELT LEAVES | 
BOR LOWER EGYPT 


Declares He Has No Desire to be 
Governor of New York or 
to Hold Other Office. 


HAS BUSY DAY IN KHARTOUM 





Tells Egyptian Officers Not to Mix Sol- 
diering and Politics—British Gratl- 
fied by Praise of Administration.

KHARTOUM, March 17.—Col. Roose- 
welt closed his stay to-night in Khar- 
toum and, after affectionately bidding 
good-bye to his 6@ompanions on his long 
hunt, started for Cairo. The final day 
was made up of various functions, one 
of which was at the Egyptian Club, 
where he impressed on the Egyptian 
officers the importance of not mixing 

politics with soldiering. 

In Khartoum the phlegmatic English- 
men were aroused to enthusiasm by 
Col. Roosevelt’s magnetic character 
and his strong speeches for their con- 
tinued control of the Soudan. They 
believe that what he has said will have 
a tremendous effect on the Soudanese 
Egyptians. 

Col. Roosevelt took occasion on leav- 
ing Khartoum to reiterate once more 
his statement that he had not even 
thought of the political situation in 
America, and any statement that he 
was considering the Governorship of 
New York or any other office was with- 
out justification. 

Col. Roosevelt intends to stop at As- 
souan to inspect the dam, at Luxor, 
and at Karnak. He will stop for four 
days at Cairo, where Sir Eldon Gorst, 
the British agent of the Khédiye, gives 
a dinner. He will address the students 
of the Egyptian university, when he 
will urge the support of British rule, 
and practically denounce the National- 
ist movement. The British expect this 
to have an important political effect in 
Egypt. 








He leaves Alexandria on March 30 for 


| Naples, and on April 3 arrives in Rome, 
where he will be presented to the King 


and the Pope. Thence he will go to] 
Vienna, where he will be the guest 
of Ambassador Hengelmiiller. From 
there he will go to Budapest, and on 
April 19 he will arrive in Paris, where 
his strong personality has won him 
great popularity. 

He will deliver a lecture at the Uni- 
versity of the Sorbonne, leaving Paris 
for visits in Brussels, The Hague, and 
Copenhagen. He will also lecture in 
Christiania on May 3. He will visit 
Stockholm for one day and then go to 
Berlin, where he will meet the Kaiser 
on May 9. Thence he will go to Lon- 
don, which he expects to reach on May 
16. He is due to sail for home on 
June 13. 


LAST DAY IN KHARTOUM. 








Writes, Gives a Luncheon, Makes a 
Speech, Places Keystone in Cathedral. 


KHARTOUM, March 17.—After two days 
of sightseeing with his family Col. Roose- 
velt turned resolutely to-day to the work 
that has been piling up before him, and 
gave up the whole forenoon to writing. 
Answering his correspondence alone is a 
task that might discourage one less en- 
ergetic, and in addition to this the finish- 
ing touches remained to be put on several 
addresses, and there was other work of 
a literary character to be done. For 
several hours the former President la- 
bored away undisturbed. 

At luncheon Col, Roosevelt gathered 
around him in the palace the remaining 
members of his African expedition, and 
there were many exchanges of friendship 
before farewells were said. The guests 
included Sir Alfred Pease, who was Col. 
Roosevelt's first host in Africa: Clayton 
Bcy of the Sirdar’s staff, and Capt. Mere- 
dith of the steamer Dal, on which the 
party voyaged from Gondonkoro. 

The ex-President tried to make the af- 
fair as lively as possible, but he was 
considerably moved when it cams to 
shaking hands with those whom he {s not 
likely to see again in a long time. He ex- 
pressed the greatest admiration for Mr. 
Cunninghame’s arduous and unremitting 
labors and those of the naturalists, by 
reason of which the expedition had been 
such a marked success, and he dwelt upon 
the complete harmony which had existed 


from first to last. No one regretted more 
than he, said the ex-President, that the 
hunting party which had covered so 
many trails was now to split up. 


der the guidance of Bishop Gwynne, Col. 
Roosevelt attended a reception’ at the 
Grand Hotel, where he again met the 
officials of Khartoum. Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Miss Roosevelt were engaged most of 
the day in packing up preparatory to 
leaving for Cairo, and were unable to at- 


tend the functions, which, however, were 


graced by the presence of many ladies. 

The band of the Twelfth Soudanese In- 
fantry played a special programme of na- 
tive music, which is peculiarly weird and 
inspiring, for the benefit of Col. Roose- 
velt, who remarked on the wondrous abil- 
ity of the band, exclaiming that it was 
the finest he had yet heard in Africa. 
Later a group of native women gave an 
exhibition of dances pecullar to the Sou- 
danese, 

In a speech at the Egyptian Officers’ 
Club later Col. Roosevelt advised the of- 
ficers to drop politics while they were 
soldiers. He was a soldier himself, “he 
said, and a politician, but he never let the 
two things intermix. In the Spanish 
war many of his men differed from him 
in politics, but that made no difference in 
his or their position. 

‘“‘As soldiers,’’ said the ex-President, 
“always remember that a soldier who 
mixes politics with soldiering becomes @ 
bad soldier.’’ 

He told the Egyptian officers to remem- 
ber also that a non-political attitude was 
the safest, as they were sworn to the 
service of their country. His address was 
received with much enthusiasm, and when 
he departed for the palace with Slatin 
Pasha, he was warmly cheered. 

An intéresting event of the afternoon 
was the placing in position by Col. Roose- 
velt of the keystone of the arch for the 
new cathedral. The affair was conducted 
with considerable ceremony. 

The former President also received a 
|} deputation of Syrians at the Palace dur- 
ing the afternoon. 
| Shortly before 9 o'clock this evening, 
Col. and Mrs. Roosevelt and their son 
and daughter, proceeded in carriages to 
the station, where they took a special 
train for the trip to Cairo. 


DUEL OFFER IN REICHSTAG. 


Oldenburg Again Causes Riotous Scenes 
Which Are Ended by Adjournment. 


BERLIN, March 17.—Herr von Olden- 
burg, Conservative-Agrarian, was the cen- 
tre of another uproar in the Reichstag 
to-day, culminating in an offer by him 
to fight duels with several other mem- 
bers. 

Oldenburg almost precipitated a rtot 
on Jan. 29, when during a discussion of 
the Emperor’s prerogatives he declared 
that ais Majesty had the right at any 
time to order a Lieutenant and ten men 
to close the Chamber. Replying to an in- 
quiry by Oldenburg to-day Gen. Gebsat- 
tel, Bavarian military member of the Fed- 
eral Council, undertook to explain to 
Oldenburg’s satisfaction the speech of 
the Bavarian War Minister who had 
characterized Oldenburg’s reference to 
the necessity for absolute Government 
and his sneering remark concerning the 
conduct of the Bavarians at the battle 
of Rosbach as “ tasteless and tactless.”’ 

Gen. Gebsattel said the Minister of 
War had not intended to insult Herr Old- 
enburg. Oldenburg expressed satisfac- 
ticn with this «xplanation, and the matter 
appeared to have been disposed of when 
the Progressists Miiller, Meiningen, and 
Haussmann, and the Socialist Noske twit- 
ted Oldenburg on the rebuke he had been 
obliged to swallow. 

At this the fiery Conservative rose to 
his feet and in a fury declared that none 
of the four members who had attacked 
him had any idea of personal honor. This 
remark caused the Socialists, Liberals, 
end Radicals to rise in thelr seats and 
shout at the top of their voices a de- 
mend that Oldenburg be called to order. 
At first Vice President Spahn contented 
hi:nself with merely rebuking the of- 
fending member, but this did not satisfy 
the House, and angry cries for an en- 
forcement of the rules continued for sev- 
eral minutes. Finally the presiding of- 
ficer called Oldenburg to order and the 
incider.t was dropped, though the intense 
feeling aroused remained in evidence. 


OUR SHIPBUILDERS CUT OUT. 


English Firms to Get Valuable Turk- 
ish Contracts Without Competition, 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—American 
shipbuilders, through the unusual] course 
which has been taken by the Turkish 
Government, as reported to the State De- 
partment, have been deprived of the op- 
portunity to submit bids for the construc- 
tion of warships for the Ottoman Gov- 
ernment, to cost approximately $25,000,000. 

Some weeks ago it was learned by the 
department that the Turkish Government 
contemplated a large increase in its navy, 
and steps were taken to bring the matter 
to the attention of American shipbuilders, 
who promptly sent their representatives 
to Constantinople to bid for the contracts. 

It had been clearly understood that the 
opportunity to bid was to be kept open 
for several weeks to give American ship- 
builders an equal chance to submit de- 
signs and tenders. The department now 
hears with great surprise and regret that 














}the contracts are to be awarded to Eng- 


lish firms without open competition, 
which course, it is stated, is not usual in 
such cases. 

This is thought by the officials espe- 
cially regrettable just at a time when, 
with the establishment of a modernized 
government in Turkey, much hope had 
been felt of much ctoser relations be- 
tween the United States and the Ottoman 
Empire. , 


MINISTER KNOWLES ATTACKED 


Assailant In Santo Domingo Sald to 
be Mentally Deranged. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—Horace G. 
Knowles of Delaware, the Minister of the 
United States to the Republic of San Do- 
mingo, was assaulted while riding in a 
vehicle in the public highways of Samto 
Domingo City last Sunday. The Incident 
was reported by the American Legation 
at Santo Domingo to the State Depart- 
ment only to-day. 

The assailant was @ man named Cas- 
tillo, a brother of the Governor of the 
province. The authorities, immediately on 
learning of the incident, arrested Castillo, 
who, the officials say, is mentally de- 
ranged. 

The Dominican Government has ex- 
pressed to Minister Knowles its regret 
at the incident, and all the Ministers of 
the Cabinet have personally called at the 
American Legation to offer similar ex- 
pressions.

JAPAN NOT SERKING 


NEW TREATY WITH US 


London Daily Mail, in Semi-Of- 
ficial Statement, Declares Pub- 
lished Report Unfounded. 


BRITISH COURSE DEFENDED 


Japan’s Opposition to Knox Plan Not 
Due to Her—Rights of Japan 
and Russia Upheld. 


Special Cable to Tom New York Timus. 

LONDON, March 17.—The Daily Mail! 
will publish to-morrow a statement on‘! 
the Far Eastern situation which I am 
able to state is based upon information 
obtained from the most. responsible 
sources, The Mail is informed that 
there is no foundation for the report 
from Washington published in a New 
York newspaper to the effect that 
Japan is to make proposals to the 
United States looking to a new joint 
undertaking to maintain the open door, 
and it also gives an “authoritative 
denial’’ of the report that Russia and 
Japan have made a new treaty regard- 
ing Manchuria and Mongolia, thus con- 
firming what I cabled you yesterday. 

The Mail says further that there is 
no foundation whatever for statements 
in the American press that Japanese 
opposition to the American scheme for 
the neutralization of the railways of 
Manchuria is due in great measure to 
the attitude taken by Great Britain. 

“ The proposals of the United States,” 
says this semi-official statement, 
“were, in fact, agreed to {n principle 
by the British Government so far as 
the preservation of the open door pol- 
icy and equal commercial opportunity 
were concerned, but Great Britain con- 
sidered that the matter was one which 
depended in the first place on the views 
held by Russia and Japan, the powers 
chiefly concerned. The principal objec- 
tion of these powers to the proposals 
appears to be the consequent interfer- 
ence with the status quo in Manchuria, 
as defined by the treaty of Portsmouth, 
negotiated in the United States under 
the auspices of President Roosevelt 
himself. 

“By the arrangement come to be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia in 1899 
the former undertook not to seek, for 
her own account or on behalf of British 
subjects or others, any railway con- 
cessions to the north of the great wall 





of China in return for a corresponding | 
undertaking on the part of Russia, the 
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‘vis-a-vis of Great Britain in. the 


Yangtse Valley. 

“The British’ Government feels that 
the position acquired by Russia under 
this agreement cannot be disregarded 
and that it would be unreasonable to 
expect Russia to overiook the strategic 
bearing of a line terminating at her 
frontier. Japan is similarly entitled 
to be consulted in regard to the con- 
struction of any railway which she 
might consider to compete unduly with 
her own railway in South Manchuria.” 


AMBASSADOR DENIES IT. 


Says He Has No Knowledge of Any 
New Japanese Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—The Jap- 
anese Ambassador denied to-day that he 
had any knowledge of the existence of 
any note such as was referred to in 
some newspaper. publications to-day re- 
garding an agreement between America 
and Japan.to exercise a predominating 
influence over Chinese Manchuria. It 








was said to have been stated in this, 


note that a condition of tte agreement 
was recognition by America of Japan’s 
right to superior control in Manchuria. 
Nothing is known of this proposition 
here, but {t is surmised that the basis for 
the publication was the memorandum ex- 
changed by Secretary Root and Minister 
Takahira in 1908 mutually guaranteeing 
the open door in Manchuria, and agreeing 


to use their goce offices to bring that 
Spout, even if antagonized by other na- 
ons. 


CHINESE LOAN IN TANGLE. 


J. P. Davison Is Expected in Paris in 
Connection with It. 
PARIS, March 17.—Henry P. Davison 


of J. P. Morgan & Co. is expected in 
Paris to-morrow in connection with the 
Hankow-Sze-chuen $30,000,000 railway 
loan tangle. The members of the French 
group do not conceal their impatience 
over the hitch in the negotiations, which 
they attribute to English “ haggling.”’ 
The four groups have agreed on the 
principle of equal division of money and 


material, but the English are holding out 
for what are described here as certain 
petty advantages. The squabble at the 
present stage is declared to be made all 
the more ridiculous by the fact that the 
Ichang-Chengtu extension, covered by the 
proposed quadruple agreement, ts still a 
mere project which neither the Chinese 
Imperial Government nor the provincial 
authorities have yet approved. Moreover, 
it is by no means certain that the con- 
cessions will ever be granted, as §Sze- 
chuen Province is the most anti-foreign 
Givision of the empire, and a Chinese com- 
pany backed by a capital of $1,400,000 has 
already undertaken to build a road west 
from Ichang. .

partment officials do not fully credit the 
published statement from Peking that the 
Chinese Government has practically de- 
cided te abandon its plan of building the 
Chin Chow-Algun Railroad. Russia's ob- 
jection is tho only obstacle, and it is 
hoped that she can be induced to with- 
draw it.

Ata continuatéon of the hearings of the 
Public Service Corimission on the ques- 
‘tion Of .service on the elevated lines of 
the InteFborough Rapid Transit Company, 
General. Manager Frank Hedley declared 
yesterday that the company would under- 
take voluntarily to increase its service on 
all lines during rush hours to the maxi- 
mum allowed by operafing conditions, and 
would give a service in non-rush hours 
with a seat for every passenger. 

Mr. F‘edlev prémised that the increases 
shouid become effective next Monday, 
and suggested to the commission that the 
company might be left on its ‘‘ good be- 
havior ’’ to live up to its promises with- 
out the issuance’ of a formal order re- 
quiring the new schedule, but Commis- 
signer--Willcox thought it wise to leave 
the matter open. until March 28. 

Mr. Hedley took -as+ the basis of his 
studies’ resulting in the new schedule 
sheets giving the results of observations 
by the commission’s Inpectors. He be- 
gan with the Third Avenue elevated road. 
At the-height of the rush hours, Mr. 
Hedley declared, no more trains could be 
operated over and above the requirements 
of the existing schedules; but at each end 
of the rush he admitted that there might 
be increases. So, taking the south-bound 
‘ situation at Thirty-fourth Street in the 


msrning rush. as a basis,. he said,that the} | 


company would undertake to run 104 
trains between’ 7° ‘and’ 9:30 o’clock, as 
against 94 trains which it is now required 
to run by order of the commission. In the 
evening rush uptown between 4:30 and 7 
o'clock, taking Forty-second Street as the 
basis of observation,: the company will 
undertake to run 115 trains, as against 
103 trains at the present time within the 
period. | 

Between 7 and 10 o'clock in the evening, 
Mr.: Hedley said, the company would oper- 
ate 74 trains past Forty-second Street 
north-bound, which would more than pro- 
vide seats for all the passengers indicated 
by the obesrvations of the commission's 
Inspectors. 

Taking the Second Avenue road be- 
tween 7 and 9 A. M. the company will 
run 50 trains downtown, an increase of 
35 cars or 5 trains over the present sched- 
ule. Between 4:30 and 10:30 P. M. it will 
run uptown 9%6, trains, ‘with 580 cars, an 
increase of 54 cars over the _ existing 
schedule. 

On the Sixth Avenue line between 7 and 
9 A. M. the company will increase its 
downtown service to 50 seven-car trains, 
as against 44 now operated. Between 9 
and 4:30 Mr. Hedley said that more than 
seats enough for the total passengers-were 
now provided. Mr. Willcox raised the 
question whether the running of more 
trains with a smaller number of cars per 
train might not produce a better distri- 
bution of the traffic. Mr. Hedley object- 
ed, as cutting down the train interval 
would seriously interfere with mainte- 
nance of the road by giving the track 
gangs shorter intervals in which to do 
their work. Mr. Hedley’s promise for the 
Sixth Avenue line uptown between 4:30 
and 7 o’clock was 62 trains, as against 
59 trains at present. 

On the Ninth Avenue line, where the 
local trains have to sandwich in with ex- 
presses below Christopher Street during 
rush hours, Mr. Hedley promised 37 locals 
between 7 and 2:30 o’clock and the same 
number between 4:30 and 7 o'clock in tne 
evening rush. As to the morning Ninth 
Avenue expresses downtown, Mr. Hedley 


promised 40 trains, as against 37 at pres- | 


ent, and 34 trains, as against 53 now run 
past Christopher Street uptown, in the 
evening rush between 4:30 and 7 o'clock. 
After the hearing Mr. Hedley stated 
that the Interborough had prepared to 
install on its local Subway trains the 
electric starting signal now used on its 
side-door expresses. It does away with 
the bell rope signals and will save sev- 
eral seconds at each station stop. 


WILLCOX ANSWERS CHOATE. 


Denies That Public Service Board Is 
Grasping or Vindictive. 

Chairman William R- Willcox of the 
Public Service Commission replied yester- 
day to the criticisms of the commission 
made by Joseph H. Choate in the course 
of the legislative hearing on Wednesday 
on the proposed changes in the Public 
Service Commissions act. Mr. Choate 
spoke of the commission with small evi- 
dence of respect, accusing it of trying to 
make its power universal and charging 
that many of its attempts to enforce its 
orders had been overthrown in the courts. 
Mr. Willcox, in reply, said: 

‘** Attorneys hired by those managers of 
corporations who wish to escape regula- 
tion are paid for their work and are sup- 
posed to make some effort toward earning 


their fees, It is proper to say, however, 
that the commission has not reached out 
for any more power, but has asked the 
Legislature to make definite and certain 
some provisions of the law which are now 
doubtful of %nterpretation. This applies 
particularly to joint rares and fares. 
There is at present much doubt in the 
minds of lawyers whether the law is 
broad enough to enable the commission 
to deal with the transfer question. If the 
Legislature wishes the gommission to deal 
with transfers it should make the law 
definite and certain. The constituents of 
New York members of the Legislature 
have demanded that we deal with the 
question. Our position is, if the Legislat- 
ure wants us to deal with it, then let it 
put it in the law. 

‘‘T do not know of any one who has 
favored universal transfers, but Mr. 
Choate gives genuine news to the people 
when the says that transfers brought 
down the traction companies of this city. 
People in general believe that there were 
other reasons than the transfers which 
brought chaos to the traction system. 

“The statement regarding the filing of 
the report of the Third Avenue Company 
_ 4s not borne out by the facts. Mr. Choate 
has evidently been imposed upon. As for 
being ‘vindictive and grasping,’ . Mr. 
Choate does not specify any particular 
case. Perhaps he means vindictive be- 
cause the commission began an action 
‘against his client, Mr. Whitridge, for fail- 
ure to put wheelguards on his cars in 
conformity with an order of the commis- 
sion. Practically all other roads of the 
city have lived up to the terms of this 
order, and after Mr. Whitridge’s failure 
to do so and a serious accident had hap- 
pened which might have been averted, 
the commission brought action against 
him for failure to live up to its order. If 
this is vindictive, then Mr. Choate must 
make the most of it. 





“Tt was the evident intention of the 
Legislature that the companies should 
provide the people with ‘safe and ade- 
quate service,’ and the commission will 
continue to enforce this provision of the 
law. I believe it is a salutary provision, 
-and certainly it is the law of the State, 
and I see no reason why Mr. Choate’s 
client should be exempted from the law 
of the State. 

“In regard to his statement as to ‘im- 
possible orders,’ Mr. Choate is again in- 
definite. It would have been better if he 
had referred to a real order impossible to 
execute.”’

At 2 o'clock in the afternoon, the ap- 
pointed hour for the start, the snow 
was still falling, but a few minutes later, 
as suddenly as it had begun, the storm 
stopped and the sun shone out brilliantly 
on the uniforms of the thousands of 
Irishmen who had been shivering in the 


side streets waiting for the command to 
march. 

Roderick Kennedy, 
Committee on Arrangements, estimated 
that there were 12,000 men in Iine. Arch- 
bishop Farley viewed the parade in front 
of the cathedral 

An incident occurred at the cathedral 
just as the parade came along at 3:20 
o'clock which caused alarm at first, but 
proved to be trifling. Some children had 
clambered up on the rail of the fragile 
wooden stage erected for the Archbishop 
and the clergy from the cathedral to view 
the parade. They were warned away by 
the police, but returned, and the sup- 
pert carried away with a crash. A row 
of boys and girls went with it and fell 
ce pout five feet to the sodden lawn be- 
low. Many of them cried, and the Arch- 
bishop came to see if any were hurt, 
but after rubbing their bruises they all 
walked away. 

St. Patrick’s Cathedral was thronged 
at 11 A. M., when Archbishop Farley cel- 
ebrated a Pontifical high mass, assisted 
by Mgr. Lavelle as assistant priest, and 
Mers. Edwards and Kenna as Deacons 
of Honor. The drum and fife corps of the 
Irish volunteers were met at the main en- 
trance by the Archbishop and led the pro- 
eessional to the tune of ‘* Hibernia’s Cham- 

ion Saint, All Hail.”’ The Rev. Patrick 
Baily, Dean of Dutchess County, who 
eleven years ago was assistant priesi at 
St. Patrick’s, preached the sermon. 

Led by the Sixty-ninth Regiment Band, 
Lieut. Col. Louis Cenly commanding, 
with bands playing and banners flutter- 
ing in the breeze, the parade left Forty- 
second Street and marched up Fifth Ave- 
nue at 2:55 o’clock. 

The men marched well in unbroken or- 
der with very few waits. The boys’ band, 
which included the Catholic Protectory. 
St. John's Orphan Asylum, Brooklyn, and 
the St. Agnes’s Band from Paterson, 
N. J., played well and were received with 
cheers all along the line of march. The 
Temperance Cadets from Wilkesbarre, 
Penn., saluted the Archbishop, as they 
marched by with their band, by putting 
their caps on the left shoulder. 

The number of spectators was greater 
in front of St. Patrick’s than at any other 
point along the route. Among those who 
sat with Archbishop Farley on the stand 
were Mgr. Lavelle on his right and Mer. 
Mooney on the left in their full robes. 
The associations from Limerick, Kerry, 
Leitrim, and other counties were warmly 
greeted by their country men and women 
in the streets. 


MOB HOLDS SEVEN NEGROES, 


Drags Two Through Streets—Threat- 
ens Others In Arkansas. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., March 17.—A dispatch 
from Marion, Ark., says that a mob there 
has captured seven negroes with the in- 
tention of lynching them all. 

At 11:30 o’clock the mob was said to 
have placed ropes about the necks of two 
of them, and the latter were being 
dragged through the streets to a suitable 
place to hang them.

Civic Forum Cancels Explorer’s En- 
gagements to Lecture In the South. 


Commander Robert EB. Peary has cut 
short his lecture tour in the South. The 
refusal of Gov. Brown of Georgia to in- 
troduce him to an Atlanta audience last 
night, his reference to the commander in 
an interview as a “ faker,”® and the small 
crowd that attended the lecture brought 
fcerth an announcement from the Civic 
Forum in New York to-night, under 
whose auspices Peary is lecturing, that his 
plans have been changed.

HARMON EXILES LOBBYISTS. 


Orders Them Out of Ohlo State House 
—Recommends Licserse System.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, March 17.—Gov. 
Harmon to-day ordered the lobbyists 
away from the Ohio Legislature and out 
of the State House. In a message to both 
Houses of the General Assembly he says 
that In New York and Missouri of late 
there have been successful efforts against 
the lobbyists, and that he will use every 
influence against them. 

If lobbyists have to be tolerated the 
Governor recommends that they be li- 
censed by the State, and that when the 
transgress the laws of decency the l- 
censes be revoked. 

The inspiration of Gov. Harmon’s mes- 
sage was the story printed yeatertay that 
lobbyists had offered Judge Winters, 
Democratic floor leader from Eria County, 
‘“‘anything he wanted’’ for his vote in 
favor of the “Elson Telephone Merger 
bill.’ He invites attention to the public 
and private stories related about e in- 
fluence of a corrupt lobby on the Seventy- 
eighth General Assembly, and says that 
these stories have been neither denied nor 
contradicted. 

‘Tl think,’’ the Governor says, “that 
the members of the Legislature should 
be protected at all times and places from 
approach by paid agents who have not 
been duly registered and licensed. Legis- 
lative practice can and ought ‘to be made 
an honorable calling, as it is in other 
countries.’

The addition of uncounted billions 
to the aggregate wealth of the world has 
stimulated the spirit of mankind. Its 
availability has lulled to sleep natural 


ments of sanity in the spendthrift’s life. 
The increase of apparent resources by 
an easy resort to borrowing, the mort- 
gaging of a patrimony not our own to 
obtain material for present extravagence, 
the diversion of wealth from productive 
to unproductive uses—all these have gone 
further than most people realize. 

‘* The people of the United States inher- 
ited from its founders a wholesome tradi- 
tion against debt, which is only now dis- 
appearing from the conduct of National 
affairs,’’ Mr. Hill went on, adding that 
the National debt now tends to rise, con- 
cealed under the polite fiction of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness to cover treasury 
deficits. ‘‘If,’’ he continued, “the advo- 
cates of large bond issues for all manner 


of internal improvements should carry 
their point, if that resource is not defi- 
nitely restricted to the emergency of war, 
we will be in the condition of Europe, 
where the motto of every Coeneelery 
now seems to be, ‘ After us the delug

divisions, - increased » $13,- 
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921,443 or 1.25 per cent., between 1880 
and 1890. Between 1890 and 1902 it in- 
creased $727,778,393, or 64 per cent. Near- 
ly three-quarters of a billion in twelve 
years, an average of $60,000,000 a year in 
the amount borrowed by the _ people, 
ought _ to make any country stop and 
think.’ 

He saaiee on to speak of the “ profligacy 
disclosel by our public expense ledgers.’ 
The apology for a billion-dollar session of 
Congress which asserted that this has be- 
come a billion-dollar country, was, he 
said, neither relevant nor true. ‘‘ The 
growth of expenditure,’’ Mr. Hill de- 
clared, ‘‘has so far outrun the growth 
of the country that the actual figures are 
almost incredible.’’ He then read a table 
showing the great increase in our govern- 
mental expenses, which, he said, might 
be. printed at the top of every letterhead 
used by any man in public office any- 
where in the United States. 

“The phenomenal increase of public ex- 
penditure is one of the causes of the 
increase in prices now disturbing the 
people. This increase follows in a sug- 
gestive way the inflation of National 
and local budgets. The average cost 
ot tke supplies that must be bougnt 
for practically every household has in- 
creased about 50 per cent. between 1896 
and 1900. During the past year there has 
been a marked lifting of the price level.’”’ 

Mr. Hill went on to say that the enor- 
mous currency inflation, the increase in 
the gold production of the world, and the 
vast credit issues of which it‘ was a basis, 
as well as the tariff, and combinations in 








, restraint of trade had all combined to 


raise prices, 
“Still,” he added, 


¢ ‘‘more is the rise 
aue to the decline 


of agricultural prod- 
ucts as compared with the increase of 
population. Yet with due allowance for 
effect of all these forces that make 
living, there still remains a 
large unexplained balance which must be 
credited to the Javish expenditure which 
has now grown to be a National trait. 
‘‘ Waste, idleness, and rising wages, all 
inter-related to one another, now as 
cause and now as effect, are, next to an 
over issue of irredeemable paper, the 
three most powerful forees in the world 
to raise prices. 


‘Perhaps the greatest factor of all in 
the price problem is the wage rate. Ev- 
erybody knows that labor cost is the prin- 
cipal item in all forms of industry. The 
wage rate has been rising steadily in this 
country. Powerful forces are back of 
this movement. It has public sympathy. 
To resist it is difficult and may be dan- 
grerous. As cost of production is chiefly 
labor cost, the price of the finished ar- 
ticle must go up if the price of labor is 
raised. his is just as true of the farm 
as of the factory.’’ 


Asserting that taxes collected annually 
from the railroads of the country have in- 
creased more than 200 per cent. since 
1889, Mr. Hill said that ‘‘the modern 
theory that you can safely tax the weal- 
thy is just as-obnoxious as the medieva! 
theory that you can safely oppress or kill 
ihe poor. It is obnoxious not because 
wealth deserves special consideration, but 
because capital is the mainspring of all 
industry and material development; and, 
after you have devoted so much of it to 
the unproductive purposes that the State 
represents when it transcends its primary 
function as keeper of the peace and ad- 
ministrator of justice, there will be just 
so much less left to pay out in wages and 
devote to the creation of other wealth, 

‘The saving feature of our situation 
is that it is not complex, and that the 
remedy is not obscure, The ideal if intelii- 
gent economy must be restored. Let the 
rule be that every dollar unprofitably 
spent marks a crime against posterity 
just as much as does the dissipation of 
material resources. Expenditures must be 
cut down all along tke line,”

WASHINGTON, March 17.—Conflicting 
advice from the Select Tariff Commission, 
which is substantially the Tariff Board 
of the Treasury Department, and from 
the Department of State over the Cana- 
dian tariff snarl leaves Mr. Taft to-day 
in the worst dilemma politically and 
diplomatically that has confronted a Re- 
publican President in years. From the 
outset there has been jealousy between 
the Secretary of State and the Tariff 
Board in the settlement of tariff disputes 
with foreign countries, and in the present 
crisis, which is bad enough in itself, this 
clash has resulted in diametrically op- 
posite recommendations to the President. 
It can now be stated that when the 
Select Tariff Commission, consisting of 
Chairman Emory of the Tariff Board, 
Mr. Pepper, trade expert_of the Bureau 
of Trade Relations of the State Depart- 
ment, and Mr. Foster, Consul General at 
Ottawa, concluded their negotiations with 
the Canadian officials they had definitely 
reached the conclusion that no conces- 
sions could be wrung from Canada. 
Realizing the desperate nature of a trade 
war with a country with which we have 
so large and s0 necessary a trade Prof. 
Emory and Mr. Pepper returned to Wash- 
ington convinced that the only course 
open to this country was to yield and 
grant our minimum tariff to Canadian 
shipments. 

This report was approved by the Tariff 
Board, of which Prof. Emory is Chair- 
man, and in the conference the members 
of the board had with President Taft last 
Saturday they recommended that the 
minimum rates be proclaimed by the 
President before April 1, when otherwise 
our maximum will automatically go into 
effect against Canada. They pointed out 
to the President that from an economic 
point of view this country could not afford 
a war. Many of our imports from Canada, 
they said, constituted our sole supply of 
the article involved, and a trade war 
would accordingly result in the immediate 
crippling of whole industries. 


Our Nickel Comes from Canada.

MR, TAFT’S WARNINGS. 


1. If, after March 31, 1910, it be found 
that Canada imposes tariff restrictions 
upon goods from the United States that 
‘unduly discriminate” against them as 
compared with goods imported from 
France, Japan, and other countries, the 
President {s commanded by law to pro- 
claim upon dutiable imports from Can- 
ada to the United States a tax of 25 
per cent. of their value—this in addition 
to the specific and ad valorem taxes 
constantly imposed by the Payne-Ald- 
rich customs law; the fresh imposition 
to be effective ninety days after its 
proclamation. 

This is the ‘‘ maximum tariff’ of the 
United States as applied to foreign coun- 
tries and their dependencies. 


2. Facts have been adduced to show 
that upon dutiable goods actually ex- 
changed between the two countries the 
American tariff duties are lower than 
the Canadian duties—notably in the case 
of agricultural implements.

1. The average ‘“‘minimum” tax on 
dutiable goods imported into the United 
States is still 45 per cent. of their 
value; this percentage is the same as 
that officially published in 1908, and 
the subsequent Payne-Aldrich revision 
was by no means a ‘revision down- 
ward.”’ Everywhere in. the United 
States this “‘minimum”’ tariff. is called 
extortionate.. But for the first time in 
its history the Federal Government ¢s- 
tablishes a ‘‘maximum tariff,’’ which 
raises the average tax to 70 per cent. 
of their value upon dutiable goods im- 
ported from nations that “ unduly dis- 
‘criminate” in their tariffs upon the 
exports of the United States. Nor is it 
clear, from the wording of the law, 
whether this extra exaction of 25 per 
cent. of their value shall not be im- 
posed upon “all articles "’ imported into 
the United States, which would include 
the free list. 


2. The comparison of duties on goods

of Canadian goods are forbidden to. en- 
ter the United States by an excessive 
tariff.

The famous. Mike ‘Lyons restaurant, at 
961. Bowery, is finally dead. Strictly 
speaking, it has been dead for some time, 
and dying a much longer time. Preliml- 
nary obituaries have been printed at in- 


tervals in the last five years. But this is 
final.. ‘Che interior fixtures are to be sold 
at auction in connection with Michael F. 
Lyons’s decision to wind up the business 
for alli time. 

Lyons’s: restaurant started business 
forty years ago in the basement wheres 
the later double building stood. It was 
owned by Cunningham & Lyons, and did 
a thriving business in corned beef and 
cabbage. Im 1878 ‘*‘ Mike’’ Lyons became 
sole owner. 

Then for fifteen years lLyons’s, or 
‘‘Mike’s place,’’ was a noted resort of 

Oliticians, characters, and ‘‘ characters.”’ 
n those palmy days, when the Bowery 
was a blaze of light, with 800 concert 
saloons in an almost unbroken line; when 
the old Olympic, Tony Pastor’s, Niblo’s, 
and Harrigan & Hart’s nightly played to 
full houses: when the St. Regises and the 
Waldorfs of the day were the old S8t 
Nicholas Hotel, the St. Charles, and the 








Metropolitan: when ‘“ Mike’’ fed from 
1,000 to 2,000 persons every night, and 
opened as many as 400 quarts of cham- 
pagne between dusk and dawn; when he 
had no less than $50,000, representing the 
‘“poys’ rollg"’ after a friendly game 
stowed away in the old safe—in these 
days Lyons’s place was a recognized in- 
stitution and the pride of the Bowery. 

As “‘ Mike’ used to say, when the town 
began to move toward Mount Vernon, his 
restaurant boasted in its time ‘“‘the big- 
gest aggregation of smart men ever seen 
at one time and place.’ Even in. later 
days you could drop in and see the Mayor 
of the Bowery, Johnny Matthews, swap- 
ping truthful varns with California 
George, and Broken-Nose Burke a re- 
spectful listener. 

And there were the camp-followers of 
Bowery politics then, as in the later days 
when there was a special table for the 
Sullivans and their coterie. There were 
also brawny men of a particularly braw- 
ny police force—Thorn and “‘ Dead Line ”’ 
Byrnes, And John Kelly, too, leader of 
Tammany Hall, was there, and another 
Kelly—the original “‘ Honest John.” 

‘The best and the worst,”’ Mike Lyons 
used to say. ‘*‘ None of ’em too good and 
none of ‘em too bad. Chester Arthur 
came here and William C, Whitney. But 
none of ’em are left. If you added *em 
vr oki I guess Mike Lyons would be the 
total.”’ 

One of the habditues Mike sometimes 
mentioned was Theodore Tilton, author of 
that poem, each verse of which ends with 
the line 

Even this shall pass away. 


For the last time let it be stated with 
all reverénce that when Mike Lyons 
opened the place he threw away the key, 
and not until bad business forced a dis- 
continuance of being open all night did 
he call in a locksmith to make a new one. 
Also, for the last time be it told that dur- 
ing the panic of ’73 a group of now well- 
known Wall Street men found refuge, 
bed, board, and Irish stew at “ Mike’s 
Place.” And, finally, unto the end the 
pread .ine did not assemble in vain at 5 
A. M. for the left-over scraps which were 
freely handed out to the Bowery waifs. 

Mike Lyons’s place was closed a week 
ago. It is expected that creditors will get 
100 cents on the dollar when the busi- 
ness has been finally wound up. When 
the fixtures are sold on the {9th they 
may be the only souvenire left of the 
Bowery’s old pride, for ike Lyons’s 
restaurant will have been interred.

tries. If Canada secures the minimum 
rates without concessions, asked Mr. 
Knox, how shall we be able effectually to 
threaten any country with our maximum? 

Mr. Taft's loyaity to his official family 
makes him proverbially partial to the ad- 
vice of his Cabinet officers, and at pres- 
ent he Is strongly inclined to follow the 
suggestions of the Secretary of State. 
Mr. Knox was at first inclined to believe 
that Canada would be bluffed into conces- 
sions, but the unsuccessful mission of the 
tariff experts to Ottawa has demonstrated 
the error of that belief. What Mr. Knox 
is now working for is such nominal con- 
cessions from Canada as will serve to 
“save the face’’ of the Unitéd States 
and enable us with a show of grace to 
proclaim the minimum rates. 

It is not impossible that such efforts 
will be successful. The Canadian Govern- 
ment is reported not to be as enthusiastic 
for a trade war as are the Canadian people, 
and it looks now as if some nominal ad- 
vantage may be given to this country. 
From present indications any concession 
will be seized on at once by the President 
as a pretext for avoiding a definite break.

Array of Lawyers in Supreme 
Court Declare That It Vio- 
lates the Constitution. 


PUBLICITY IS CONDEMNED 


Sala te Have No Relation to a Tax 
Law—Solicitor General Bowers 
Replies to Objections. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—For four 
hours to-day the Supreme Court of the 


ments on the constitutionality of the cor- 
poration tax provisions of the Payne- 
Aldrich Tariff act. After another day’s 
argument the court will take the statute 
under consideration. 

Lawyers from various sections of the 
country took part in the argument of the 
day. They were connected with the fif- 
teen cases, in which the validity of the 
tax is attacked. These had been consoli- 
dated into one. In each of these the 
lower courts held the tax constitutional, 
The Home Life Insurance Company and 
the Coney Island & Brooklyn Railroad 
Company had counsel present to uphold 
the tax. 

Maxwell Evarts of New York opened 
the argument. He declared the tax un- 
constitutional because it interfered with 
the powers of the State by taxing a fran- 
chise, and it was arbitrary and oppres- 
sive. 

“The invasion of State sovereignty 
through the corporation: tax is actual and 
real,”’ he declared. 

He said the tax was arbitrary and op- 
pressive, and in violation of the Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution. The pub- 


licity features of the law, he asserted, had 
nothing to do with taxation. 

‘“‘ When the return is made and the tax 
ascertained thereby and possibly the tax 
paid,” said Mr, Evarts, ‘“‘the return is 
made a public record open to inspection. 
By what power of Congress is that done? 
Perhaps it is a part of a general scheme 
of regulation of corporations. But I ask, 
where is the power?” 

Justice Lurton wanted to know what 
section of the Constitution he claimed 
‘was violated. 

Mr. Evarts said it was that section 
which prohibited tne taking of private 
property for public purposes without com- 
pensation. 

Charles H. Williams addressed the court 
for ten minutes in the case of William F. 
Fluhrer aga':.st the New York Life In- 
surance Company. He asserted that the 
law levied a tax on the policy holders of 
the company. 
|} Richard Reid Rogers spoke in behalf of 
{stockholders in the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company of New York. He said 
j|the law might be ccnstitutional as to 
|most corporations and yet invalid as to 
| this corporation. This statement was 
based on the fact that the Interborough 
Company was engaged in carrying on a 
State enterprise. 

E. O. Brown argued that the law was 
unconstitutional as applied to the North- 
ern Trust ompany and the Corn Ex- 
change National Bank of Chicago, prin- 
cipally on the ground that it was levied 
on bonds exempted from taxation and on 
the power of a State to authorize trusts. 

Ex-Senator Joseph B. Foraker argued 
at length the question of just what the 
tax was laid upon. Fe contended it 
was on net income derived from all 
sources, On tne publicity feature he be- 
came most vehement. 

“There is no necessity for such a re- 
quirement,” he said, ‘for the Govern- 
ment has accomplished its purpose, so 
far as revenue ifs concerned, when the 
assessments are made, and the fact that 
the publicity then to follow is unneces- 
sary make$ such a requirement more un- 
reasonable than otherwise it. might be. 
The statute in which this provision is 
found is a revenue statute, but confessed- 
ly this provision had for one of its 
chief objects not the raising of revenue 
but the subjection of the corporations of 
the couniry in their business transac- 
tions to the surveillance and regulation 
of the Government.” 

Richard V. Lindabury 
ecunsel for stockholders in the: Conev 
Island & Brooklyn Railroad Company 
and the Hiome Life Insurance Company. 
argued that the tax was not an excise 
tax upon business or occupation, but was 
either a corporate franchise tax or an 
income tax. He attacked the Govern- 
ment’s brief as ‘‘ wiping away the foun- 
dation of the income tax cases.”’ 

Solicitor General Bowers began his ar- 
gument in defense of the law about half 
an hour before the court adjourned. 
His time was devoted to an endeavor to 
prove that the tax was levied on the 
“carrying on or doing business,” and 
Was merely measured by and was not 
on ‘‘ net income.” 

He argued that legislators never would 
have selected net income as a measure 
if the tax was to be on property, 

“Net income ana even css income 
from business,” said he, as no usual 
relation to the amount of property em- 
ployed in the business, whether different 
sorts of business vor the same business 
at different times be considered. In pros- 
perous times, when the amount of busi- 
ness done with a given plant ifs large, 
net income from the business will be 
much higher than in dull times, though 
the size of the plant with which the 
business ts done remains the same.”

ROOSEVELT AT KHARTOUM. 

It is a matter of interest to the whole 
world that Col. Roosrevert having rid- 
den camel-back one day in the neigh- 
borhood of Khartoum preferred a cart 
the next day. The whole civilized 
world is eager to have his impression 
of the results of English government 
in the Soudan. His remark, when he 
paid out 60 pilasters in a bazaar for a 
filigree. box, that it was the first time 
he had handled money or made a pur- 
chase in many months falls on the gen- 
eral ear as a statement of historical 
fact worthy of comment. Long and ex- 
pensive cable dispatches recording his 
doings and sayings day by day on his 
journey out of the wilderness are just- 
ly regarded by the newspapers as good 
investments. No other American ever 
80 Breatly interested the people of his 
time, Not WASHINGTON, JacKsON, W2EB- 
STHR, CLAY, LINCOLN, or GRANT ever 
absorbed so large a, share of attention 
or held so continuously a place fn the 
public mind. His personality is unique 
and compelling. 

As a Boston editor said in a speech 
recently, he has been conspicuously in 
the news since the beginning of his ca- 
reer. In his brief term as Assembly- 
man he was one of the most interest- 
ing figures in Albany. When he be- 
came Police Commissioner Mulberry 
Street was a great news centre for the 
whole country. As an Assistant Sec- 
retary in Washington he was more con- 
spicuous than any Cabinet minister. 
As a Lieutenant Colonel of volunteers 
he was easily the foremost figure in 
the Spanish war. 

He does not need to seek for notori- 
ety, though he probably enjoysit. Men 
who regard him as unsafe In adminis- 
trative office, shifty and disingenuous 
as a politician, over-impulsive and 
emotional, must still admit that the 
strength of his personality attracts 
them as it attracts his multitude of 
admirers. Everybody wants to know 
all about RoosEtve.t as hunter of wild 
beasts, as lelsurely traveler in strange 
lands, and to hear what he says on 
any conceivable subject, no matter 
what his opinion may be of the value 
of RoOOSEVEL?’s public services. 





THE ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION. 

Let us examine candidly, as they have 
been urged by sincere objectors, the 
reasons against the Federal chartering 
of the Rockefeller Foundation as a 
body corporate of the District of Colume- 
bia, consisting of JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER, 
JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER, Jr., FrReEp T. 
GATES, STARR J. MURPHY, CHARLES O. 
HerptT, and their associates, clothed 
with the power of perpetual succession. 
It would seem at first blush that the 
statement of the avowed objects of the 
corporation, “‘ to promote the well-being 
and to advance the civilization of the 
peoples of the United States and its 
Territories and possessions and of for- 
eign lands tn the acquisition and dis- 
semination of knowledge; in the pre- 
vention and relief of suffering; and In 
the promotion of any and all of the 
elements of human progress,” would 
disarm criticism. But it seems that 
this is not so. THe Tmims’s Washington 
dispatches intimating that, in the opin- 
ion of Senators, the Foundation, to be 
endowed with hundreds of millions, 
would “ grow so great in the course of 
comparatively few years as to be prac- 
tically beyond the control of ordinary 
governmental restrictions,” have fol- 
lowed the serious indictment by the 
philanthropic organ The Survey of this 
city, edited by Dr. Epwarp THOMAS 
DEVINE, of the Foundation’s outlined 
plan and scope. We reproduce, in part, 
Dr. DEVIND’s objections: 


The brutal power of concentrated 
wealth, even when embodied in a phi- 
lanthropie foundation, may not always 
work on the side of the real public 
welfare. * * * The very breadth 
and liberality of the charter of 
this new Foundation might con- 
ceivably lead to artificial and untimely 
support for other established institu- 
tions and agencies which are blocking 
human progress. Pious foundations 
for higher education in England have 
worked that way. 

* * * This Foundation is to be the 
final monument to the memory of a 
man whose munificence has not been 
satisfied with gifts amounting in 
twenty years to more than one hun- 
dred and fifty millions. It is to be 
the basket, as Mr. Gates puts it, into 
which endowments of any amount, at 
any time, for any purpose within the 
broad scope of the charter, may be 
deposited. The question fairly arises 
whether the withdrawal forever of so 
large a sum or sums from taxation 
does not, in effect, constitute the Na- 
tion a partner in the benevolent enter- 
prise, and whether this and other 
grounds of public interest do not de- 
serve emphatic recognition in the 
charter. 

* ¢ * No doubt in another century 
there will be scope for humanitarian 
geal, but it does not follow that any 
man now living, even with the co- 
operation of Congress, can devise a 
plan which will insure that great 
resources placed at the uncontrolled 
disposal of a small group of men 
will really be used a century hence 
as the public welfare demands. 

* © * We do not shrink from the 
consequences of thus challenging the 
whole policy of charitable endowments 
in perpetuity. * * * The alternative 
to perpetual endowment which we sug- 
gest is the more rapid expenditure of 
the amount of the gift, both principal 
and interest. * * * The greater good 
within the briefer period will more 
than offset the sacrifice of an eternal 
earthly monument,

FELLDR, and these, too, are entitled to’ 
consideration. Mr. HIsGmen says: 

If the Rockefeller Foundation is to 
have unlimited power to hold and act, 
and @ perpetual franchise from our 
Government, it will ba the first time 
in history that a modern civilized Gov- 
ernment has surrendered to private in- 
dividuals such kingly prerogatives. 
Suppose, Mr. Hiscen continues, the 

Trustees of this Foundation deem it a 
promotion of human progress within its 
grant of powers to “acquire control 
over great railroads crossing boundaries 
and extending, perhaps, from East to 
West.” Would this not practically free 
these railroads from Federal domina- 
tion? he asks. A Western. Senator sus- 
pects, also, that this is a “scheme to 
get control of the charitable institutions 
of the country in the interests of the 
trusts.” If the funds of the Foundation 
were invested largely in Standard Oil 
stock, would not the beneficlaries of 
every charity assisted by the Founda- 
tion be “practically certain to oppose 
any Government action that might af- 
fect that stock"? Would the outcries 
of the beneficiaries be relied on to re- 
strain prosecutions of criminal con- 
spiracies in restraint of trade? 
Finally, should the charter ever be 
revoked, will Mr. RocknreLuER’s great 
fortune, not subject to inheritance 
taxes, and amplified through long years 
by investment in property exempt from 
taxation, revert to his heirs and be 
wrenched from its public uses? 
Fortunately, the fate of institutions 
for human uplift and advancement that 
have attempted such abuses is writ in 
history. We need go back no further 
than a score of years for the case of such 
an institution, incorporated and vested 
with powers essentially identical with 
those of the proposed Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, but which, abusing them, found 
its charter forfeit and its property sub- 
ject to the disposal of the sovereign 
authority of the United States. The 
Mormon Church, incorporated by Con- 
gress as “a religious and charitable 
corporation for the purpose of promul- 
gating, spreading, and upholding the 
principles, practices, teachings, and 
tenets of said Church, and for the pur- 
pose of dispensing charity,” used its 
funds to spread the obnoxious doctrine 
of polygamy on the plea of religious 
liberty. The luminous decision of the 
Federal Supreme Court, handed down 
by Justice BRADLEY May 19, 1890, con- 
firmed the forfeiture of charter rights 
and declared that the funds and prop- 
erty of the Church should not revert 
to private donors, but should be ad- 
ministered by the United States ac- 
cording to the purposes originally pro- 
claimed. Justice BRapLEY said: 

One pretense for this obstinate 
course [the Mormons’ defiance of gov- 
ernmental restrictions} is that their 
belief in the practice of polygamy, or 
the right to indulge in it, is a re- 
ligious belief. * * * This is alto- 
gether a sophigtical plea. No doubt 
the Thugs of India imagined that their 
belief in the right of assassination was 
@ religious belief; but their thinking so 
did not make it so. 

* * * Since the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints has per- 
sistently used, and claimed the right 
to use, and the unincorporated com- 
munity still claims the same right to 
use, the funds with which the late 
corporation was endowed for the pur- 
pose of promoting and propagating the 
unlawful practice as an integral part 
of: their religious usages, the question 
arises, whether the Government, find- 
ing the funds without legal ownership, 
has or has not the right, through its 
courts and tn due course of adminis- 
tration, to cause them to be seized and 
devoted to objects of undoubted charity 
and usefulness—such, for example, as 
the maintenance of schools—for the 
benefit of the community whose lead- 


ers are now misusing them in the un- 
lawful manner above described. 


Then followed this 
statement: 


comprehensive 


The principles of the law of charities 
are not confined to a particular peo- 
ple or nation, but prevail in all civ- 
ilized countries pervaded by the spirit 
of Christianity. They are found im- 
bedded in the civil law of Rome, in the 
laws of European nations, and espe- 
cially in the laws of that nation from 
which our institutions are derived. A 
leading and prominent principle pre- 
vailing in them all is that property 
devoted to a charitable and worthy 
object, promotive of the public good, 
shall be applied to the purposes of its 
dedication, and protected from spolia- 
tion and from diversion to other ob- 
jects. Though devoted to a particular 
use, it is considered as given to the 
public, and is therefore taken under 
the guardianship of the laws. If it 
cannot be applied to the particular use 
for which it was intended, either be- 
cause the objects to be subserved 
have failed, or because they have be- 
come unlawful and repugnant to the 
public policy of the State, it will be 
applied to sorne object of kindred char- 
acter so as to fulfill in substance, [f 
not in manner and form, the purpose 
of its consecration.

the particular purpose or mode of 
application is not declared at all by 
the testator. * * * The same con- 
struction will also be adopted * * * 
where the particular trust cannot be 
carried into effect, elther for its un- 
certainty or its illegality, or for want 
of proper objects. And in all these 
cases the general intention of the 
testator in favor of charity will be 
effectuated by the court through a 
cy-prés application of the fund. 


The court held, according to the line 
of precedent, that while in this country 
there is no royal person to act as 
parens patriae and to direct the appli- 
cation of the misdirected charities of 
the ‘Mormon ‘Church, the Congress 
“ possesses all the powers in this regard 
which the sovereign possesses in Eng-

This was atthe rate of 131.72 miles 
per hour. It leaves the fastest express 
trains far behind, much exzeeds the rapid- 
ity of any bird, is beyond the ambition of 
the aeroplanist, and though there has been 
talk of attaining some such speed by 
means of cars kept on single rails by 
means of big gyroscopes, the chance that 
they will ever do anything like it is con- 
sidered minute by most engineers. 

Of course, comets and other heavenly 
bodies move at rates compared to which 
OLDFIELD’sis a mere jog-trot, but otherwise 
Only bullets and cannon balls surpass him. 
The best idea of what his speed really 
was can, perhaps, be obtained from the 
fact that during every second he covered 
193.2 feet, and from trying to realize what 
that means in the way of strain on mind 
and muscle. An instant of inattention 
that allowed the steering wheel to deviate 
by the slightest fraction of an inch from 
precise rightness, and at the very next 
instant man and machine would be in- 
volved in disastrous wreck. In one way, 
indeed, such velocity as this, by approxi- 
mating the automobile to a projectile, re- 
duces its ordinary tendency to deviate 
from a straight course and thus decreases 
the necessity for steering, but, on the 
other hand, it tremendously magnifies the 
consequences of any accident and makes 
almost inevitably fatal a break or mishap 
that at moderate speed would be of no 
moment. 

Impressive as fs this {llustration of what 
a man can do, it has little real relation 
to automobiling, properly so called, and 
the ambitions it arouses are on the whole 
to be regretted and even reprehended. 
Such achievements do not help toward 
the building of better, in the sense of 
safer and more useful, motor cars, and 
they lead to the establishment of entirely 
false standards of success, so far as they 
excite elther manufacturers or drivers to 
rivalry Doubtless the new record can be 
and will be broken. Theoretically there 
is no limit to the power that can be given 
to an automobile, and as much can be 
said for human recklessness. The peril 
in such races against time is enormous, 
however, and the results are trivial. 

Again has official in-

tomers through the use of inaccurate 
scales, light weights, and measures that 
are smaller than their names. Similar 
reports have frequently been made be- 
fore, and each has been followed by a 
brief reformative campaign, with a few 
scores of the swindlers subjected to small 
fines. 

That the existing precautions for com- 
pelling the use of correct weights and 
measures are either inadequate in them- 
selves or useless as they are applied un- 
der the working of local politics is a fact 
demonstrated by long experience, but 
perhaps Mayor GaYNor will be able to 
put at the head of the bureau having the 
matter in charge a man who will do the 
work, not by fits and starts, but all the 
time. If he can he should, for these rob- 
beries, though minute in each instance, 
are enermous in the aggregate, for they 
bear most heavily, of course, on the very 
poor, who buy frequently and in small

In not a few instances, presumably, 
the inaccuracy of the weights and meas- 
ures in use is accidental and unknown to 
those who profit by them as well as io 
those upon whom they inflict loss, but in 
vastly more numerous cases the error 
must be intentional and is deserving of 
severe punishment. People could protect 
themselves if they would from this form 
of exploitation, for they have only to 
weigh and measure what they buy to 
find out if they are getting what was 
offered them for their money, but this is 
a troublesome task, and not many will 
systematically and constantly perform it. 
The work has been delegated to fairly 
well-paid officials, and when they neglect 
it something ought to happen to them. 

Curiously enough, of 309 scales just 
found to be incorrect only 44 per cent. 
were condemned as “short.” Does that 
mean that 56 per cent. were “ long ’*’—in 
other words, that the tradesmen were 
cheating themselves? Carelessness 50 
rarely takes that form that it is hard to 
believe. According to the report, this 
evil exists in all parts of the city and 
in all lines of business. Probably it has 
much increased of late, since to give 
short weight or measure is a way to hide 
or minimize a rise in price, and naturally 
there would be attempts to do that on

Finds Furniture Nowadays a Veneer 
Passing for Solid Wood. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The writer has wandered all over this town 
in search of some solid mahogany furniture, 
and, strange to say, outside of a few knick- 
knacks, the only solid mahogany furniture to 
be found was in a trunk store near the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, which had many little innova- 
tions made of the real article, their reason 
being that they did not care to fool the public 
by giving them veneer when they asked for 
solid wood. This also applied to oak, bird’s- 
eye maple, and other expensive woods. 

The idea of using veneer has become 80 com- 
mon, and ts done so skillfully, that only an 
expert can tell the difference. This method 
aliows the department stores to sell cheaply 
and the furniture houses to make more profit, 
both displaying the goods as solid wood; this 
in a way ie true, but all the mahogany, oak, 
&c., which shows is only about 1-80 of an inch 
thick, while underneath fs the cheapest kind 
of lumber that can be found. 

The same is true in the piano trade, which 
perhaps uses mofe veneer than any other 
woodwork manufacturers. There is some excuse 
for them on account of the large slabs they 
are compelled to use in their cases, but after 
a year or two at the most the defects in the 
veneer are plainly seen in wavy effects, blisters, 
and cracks, 

Will some one kindly explain to the writer 
why the use of solid mahogany and other 
woods has died out? M. N. S&S.

What the Chief Justice Sald About His 
Rights in Dred Scott Case, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In Wednesday’s TiMES Mrs, William Forse 
Scott in discounting Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt’s statement that Daniel Webster had said 
*“*the negro has no rights which the white man 
was bound to respect,’’ says that this was said 
by Chief Justice Taney five years earlier (1857) 
in the Dred Scott case. This is a reflection 
upon Chief Justice Taney which is hardly fair, 
even at this late day. What he did say in his 
opinion was this: 

‘It is difficult at this day to realize the 
state of public opinion in relation to the un- 
fortunate race which prevailed in a civilized 
and intelligent portion of the world at the time 
of the Declaration of Independence and when 
the Constitution of the United States was 
framed and adopted. They had for more than a 
century been regarded as beings of an inferior 
order, altogether unfitted to associate with the 
white race in social or political relations, and 
so far inferior that they had no rights which 
the white man was bound to respect, and that 
the negro might justly and lawfully be reduced 
to slavery for his benéfit.’’ 

It will he noted that the Chief Justice was 
not expressing his opinion, but stating the con- 
dition of the public mind. This case was 
decided March 6, 1857, after nearly twenty-one 
years of service on the Supreme Court bench, 
Taney upholding the ruling of the court below, 
which was that Congress could not constitu- 
tionally prohibit slavery in the Territories 
erected out of thé Louisiana Purchase. As an 
indication of the Chief Justice's personal fael- 
ings in regard to slavery, it may be siated 
that he opposed it, and when he inherited the 
slaves owned by his father he set them all 
free, Possibly John Marshall's worthy suc- 
cessop needs no defense now, but it is just as 
well to set @ good man right with those who 
don’t know. WwW. i Le

‘* Ninety-two men took sufficient inter- 
est in the matter to return the. blanks 
with their answers, which, I am told by 
persons whose business it is to address 
circulars in this way, is a good return. 

‘‘In Assemblyman Dana’s canvass he 
addressed his questions to women only. 

‘The canvass made in this election dis- 
trict shows that at least 31 out of 340 
voters who received the letter—that is to 
say, something over 9 per cent. of the 
electors are in favor of extending the 
franchise to women, and 17 are interested 
in the question and open to conviction. 
This 9 per cent., however, may be taken 
as 2 minimum. | 

‘‘There are in round numbers some 600,- 
000 registered voters in New York. And 
if the canvass in ihis election district may 
be regarded as indicative of the state of 
feeling on the part of the electorate, it 
would show that there are about 60, 
men with a voice in the Government who 
would vote in favor of a constitutional 
amendment which would extend the elec- 
toral franchise to women. It may be said, 
moreover, that this body of men in @ 
close election which involved this issue 
might easily be the determining factor in 
the result. ae 

‘‘The party affiliations as shown by the 
registry lst of the thirty-one men who ex- 
pressed their approval of the extension of 
suffrage to women was: Republicans 13, 
Democrats 11, Socialists 3, unenrolled 4. 

‘*A canvass of the entire city which is 
being made in this way by the Woman’s 
Suffrage party will, I believe, give even a 
more satisfactory showing for the cause 
of woman suffrage from the point of 
view of the voter. Of course this poll 
will have to be taken slowly. The ex- 
pense would be enormous. I did all my 
own clerical work in this canvass, and it 
cost me $27.50. Postage of $14 was the 
largest item. At that rate it would cost 
$1,000 to canvass the assembly _ district 
of this election district. The Woman's 
Suffrage party is organized on the same 
lines as the local Republican and Demo- 
cratic organizations, with assembly dis- 
trict leaders and election district cap- 
tains, The leaders are beginning to 
realize that it is the voters they must 
reach. 

‘‘A canvass similar to mine fs now un- 
der way in scme of the other parts of the 
city. The house to house canvass of 
women on the cast side must be aban- 
doned for this sort of a canvass, which 
I think will show up better in the aggre- 
gate than it has in a single district.

Karsch, a Collector, Testifies Clausen 


Returned a Copy Instead of an Orig- 
inal Wyant He Sent to be Cleaned. 





Evidence of the wholesale production of 
bogus Martins, Innesses, Wyants, and 
Blakelocks for. the deception of credulous 
art collectors was adduced yesterday at 
the trial of the suit of William T. Evans, 
the art collector, against William Claus- 
en, the art dealer. A courtroom full of 
curious artiSts and connoisseurs heard of 
the production of Martins at the rate of 
one a day, and how canvases were aged 
by the process of throwing sweepings 
©n the reverse side. James Collins, a 
packer, formerly employed by Clausen, 
told how he took blank canvases to Ar- 
thur Dawson and brought back paintings 
signed with the names of Wyant, Inness, 
and Martin. He said ‘‘ Near Newport,” 
one of the paintings which are“the object 
of the suit, was produced in this way. 

Otto J. Karsch, who formerly worked 
for Clausen, and now is with J. H. 
Strauss, a dealer at 285 Fifth Avenue, 
said that a Mr. Leggett had sent a paint- 
ing by Wyant to Clausen’s to be cleaned, 
in 1904... It was sent out, Karsch said, 
and a copyemade of it. Clausen thea 
threw dust On the copy, ‘‘ to make it look 
Wvranty,’’ Karseh said, and, keeping the 
Griginal, sent the copy back to Mr. Leg- 
gett in his own frame. Karsch said Mar- 
tins from Dawson's brush came in at the 
rate of one a day for some time. Among 
these were ‘‘ Normandy Bridge,’’ sold to 
President A. C. Humphreys of Stevens 
Institute, and ‘‘ Near Newport,’ sold to 
Mr. Evans. 

Louis A. Lehmaier, a collector, told of 
@n 6xperience somewhat similar to Mr. 
Leggett’s. He said he had bought several 
pictures of Clausen, and had sent a gen- 
uine Wyant to Clausents to be cleaned. 
Some time later he noticed in an auction 
room which was under Clausen’s manage- 
ment a picture which was identical with 
his Wyant. The next morning, at 7:40, 
he telephoned to Clausen that he wanted 
to see him at once. Clausen arrived at 
=.30, and Mr. Lehmaier said he showed 
him his Wyant. At the sight of it, he 
said, Clausen became pale and fidgety. 

*“*I told him,’’ said Mr. Lehmaier, * that 
he must not sell that picture or there 
would be trouble. He said he did not 
$own the picture. I said that made no 
Gifference. I said he must destroy it, 
because it was a forgery. He declined 
tv do so. Then I told him that if the 

fcture. was not removed by noon, 

weuld call up the afternoon newspapers 
and inform them that a bogus painting 
Was to be sold. The picture was re- 
moved.” 

On cross-examination by Jerome Eisner, 
lawyer for Clausen, Mr. Lehmaier said 
that the picture in the auction room 
Was such an exgct representation of his 
picture that an artist in the auction room 
came up to him and said: 

“I didn’t know that you were selling 
rour Wyant.’ Mr. Lehmaier replied that 

e wasn’t. 

‘Oh, yes you are; Pil show you,” the 
artist sania, and led him up to the imita- 
tion on the wall. 

J. Scott Hartley, the sculptor, and son- 
in-law of the late George Inness, the paint- 
er, Said ue had lived with his father-in- 
law sixteen years and had occupied the 
same studiv. He pronounced the paint- 
tng ‘‘An Afternoon in Medfield,’’ sold 
bw Ciausen, a forgery. He said he knew 
all of inness’s pictures and did not know 
that Clausen had bought any from Mrs. 
inness. He said that he had seen many 
imitations of his father-in-law’s work 
and that ‘‘ Late Aflernoon at Medfield ’”’ 
was one of the best of them.

TOO LENIENT JUDGES. 


Remarks by Mr. Nott at Albany Inter- 
est Criminal Courts Here. 











In view of the outcome of some recent 
cases in the courts there was much com- 
ment in the Criminal Courts Building yes- 
terday on the speech made by Assistant 
District Attorney Nott before the State 
District Attorneys’ Association in Albany 
on Wednesday night. 

“The practice to-day is to treat the 
criminal with an affection hitherto un- 
known. Severity of treatment is replaced 
by a nurturing care,”’ said Mr. Nott. *“‘Con- 
viction is no longer looked upon by 
Judges as a means of deterring others, 
but solely as a means of getting the of- 
fender within the grasp of the law so 
that he may be reformed. 

‘Chambers of the Judges of General 
Sessions on sentence days are crowded 
with a motley gathering desirous of using 
every means of influencing the Judges. 
With our elective system of Judges, noth- 
ing is of more importance than the ab- 
solute separation of all political influence 
from the administration of the criminal 
law and the punishment of offenders. No 
system that the ingenuity of man could 
devise is more calculated to promote _ in- 
stead of to prevent that influence than 
the system which now prevails here.

THE MUSICAL ART SOCIETY. 
End of the Seventeenth Season with 
a Successful Concert. 


The Musical Art Society ended its 
seventeenth season last evening with its 
second concert in Carnegie Hall. It was 
such a concert as it has given many times 
in the seventeen years of its ‘existence, 
and was heard by such an audience ashas 
heard most of them. The first part of the 
programme was made up of unaccom- 
panied music of the old ecclesiastical com- 
posers, with some other music of religious 
nature: Palestrina’s ‘‘ Stabat Mater,”’ for 
triple chorus of four parts each; ‘* Cruci- 
fixus,”” by Lotti; a ‘' Misericordias 
Domini,” by Durante; then Dr. Burney’s 
harmonization of the air, ‘“‘ Alla Trinita 
Beata,”’ (which had to be repeated, or 
was repeated;) a ‘‘ Passionsgesang,’ by 
Gustav Schreck, a modern German, who 
is successor to J. S. Bach as Cantor of 
the St. Thomas’s School, and an arrange- 
ment of a mediaeval hymn, ‘‘ Now is 
Christ Risen.”’ 

The second part was devoted to. an 
elaborate chorus with orchestra by Sieg- 
mund von Hausegger, and the third to 
modern part songs by Elgar, Brahms, 
Stanford, and Cornelius. 

The Musical Art Sovlety has_ several 
times sung the more famous setting of 
the ‘‘Stabat Mater’’ by Palestrina; this 
has a different spirit and a different 
sound. The sonorities and the part-writ- 
ing for the twelve voices are mag- 
nificent, and the effect of the composition 
is deeply impressive, even though the 
depth of pathos of the better known 
version by Palestrina is not all contained 
in this one. The following pieces by 
Lotti and Dorante were interesting as 
showing the growth of the resources of 
harmony in the period following Pales- 
trina’s, «ven in its application to similar 
forms of music. The hymn by Gustav 
Schreck is a noble and dignified compo- 
sition, severe in style, but not without 
certain modern and very expressive har- 
monic traits; and Pliiddemann's harmoni- 
zation of the old folk tune, *‘ Now Christ 
the Lord is Risen,’ is spirited and fully 
in keeping with this period and character 
of «he tune for all his ‘‘ extreme modern 
tendencies.” 

Hausegger’s hymn, ‘ Consecration of 

ight,’ made an impression by no means 
unequivocal. It is not that the music 
bristles with discords and dissonances 
more or less harsh and stubborn, hy 
which the composer has labored, some- 
what obviously, to create an ‘° atmos- 
phere,’’ a mood; but the fact that he em- 
barked upon so elaborate an enterprise 
as he did in this setting, with so slender 
a stock of ideas with which to carry it 
through. Mr. Hausegger attracts atten- 
tion by a few striking effects of harmony 
and of instrumentation, and he has man- 
aged a well-wrought climax; but a large 
part of his music is drear. It was a 
great refreshment after this and Elgar’s 
gloomy music for the verse, ‘*Go, Song 
of Mine,’’ to hear the exquisite part songs 
of Brahms’s “ Der Faike,’’ and especial- 
ly the poetic ‘“‘ Fahr’ Wohl,” which has 
appeared on previous programmes of the 
society. 

Marcus Kellermann had success with 
the audience in three vigorous cavalier 
songs by Sir Charles Villiers Stanford, 
with orchestral accompaniment: the 
words are Browning's. His performance 
was sometimes more boisterous than mu- 
sical in tone and phrasing, but why 
stickle at such things? Mr. Damrosch had 
him repeat the first of the three. The 
singing of the chorus, though its per- 
sonnel changes somewhat from year to 
year, remains about the same in quality, 
balance, and homogeneity of tone, which 
are excellent.

Pauline Donalda, the Canadian s0- 
prano, who sang during the first season 
at the Manhattan Opera House and who 
has not been in New York since then 
until Wednesday, when she arrived on 
the Oceanic, sang at a luncheon given by 
Mrs. Frederick W. Vanderbilt yesterday. 

‘‘It happens by the merest chance,”’ said 
Mme.

HOCKING POOLLOSERS 
TOLD 10 SUE KEENE 


Committee of Criss’s Creditors 
Concludes Manipulator and 
His Associates Are Liable. 








BATCH OF SUITS EXPECTED 





Some Actions Already Begun and More 
Talked of Following Recent Dis- 
closures by Keene Himself. 


~ 





James R. Keene is likely to face a batch 
of civil suits brought by creditors of the 
firms which went under in the collapse of 
the Hocking pool as a result of the dis- 
closures made in his examination in the 
bankruptcy court by Ralph Wolf, counsel 
for Trustee Ernst of the failed firm of J. 
M. Fiske & Co. He is already defendant 
along with other members of the pool in 
suits brought in the Supreme Court in 
Brooklyn by Pavey & Harper for custom- 
ers of Stock Exchange houses who met 
losses by the sale of their shares to the 
firms which subsequently failed. 

Actions against Keene individually are 
recommended by a committee of the 
creditors of Hugh F. Criss, who as spe- 


cialist in Hocking bought stock during the 
collapse until he was ruined and his firm, 
Roberts, Hall & Criss, was bankrupted. 

John Saxe, Charles Lee Andrews, 
and James H. Wainwright agreed last 
week to act as a committee of Criss’s 
creditors to consider terms of settlement 
proposed by him, and in recommending 
in their report submitted yesterday that 
the terms be not accepted the committee 
made the counter-proposal that the credit- 
ors look to Mr. Keene rather than to Mr. 
Criss. The report says: 


In our opinion the present condition of 
Mr. Criss and his firm is not due to any 
wrongdoing on his part, but is due to the 
manipulations of Mr. James R. Keene, indi- 
vidually and as manager of two certain 
pools in Hocking stock; and that, in equity 
and justice, Mr. Keene and the members 
of these pools should bear the losses which 
you have suffered, rather than Mr. Criss, 
who acted merely as their agent. 

Under the rules of the New York Stock 
Exchange Mr. Criss is legally responsible 
to each of you for your losses upon all 
transactions had with him on Jan. 19, 19190, 
although he received his orders to buy from 
Mr. Haskins, who in turn received them 
from Mr. Keene. We are advised by coun- 
sel, however, that the liability of a special- 
ist executing orders on the Stock Exchange 
is not exclusive; but, on the contrary, you 
may each elect to hold the principal or 
principals who gave him the orders to buy: 
it being a firmiy established rule that an 
undisclosed principal is bound by the con- 
tracts made by his agent and by acts done 
by the agent in relation thereto, within the 
scope of his authority and in the course of 
his employment. 

We are informed by Mr. Haskins that on 
Jan. 19, 1910, Mr. Keene personally gave 
hima the orders executed by Mr. Criss during 
that day, so that, in our opinion, either Mr. 
Keene and his fellow-members of the pool 
are jointly and severally liable to each of 
you as Mr. Criss’s principals, or, if Mr. 
Keene exceeded his authority as manager 
of the pools, he, at least, is Mable to you 
as such principal, 

‘The committee “‘ strongly recommends ” 
the Institution of litigation against Mr. 
Keene under an agreement between the 
creditors, which would provide for a pro 
rata distribution of the expense. 
Thompson, Vanderpoel & Freedman, 
counsel for Mr. Criss, said yesterday that 
the report of the committee would be sub- 
mitted to the creditors at a meeting to 
be held at the Lawyers’ Club next Mon- 
day afternoon, 


BUSINESS PLOT CHARGED. 


Sister of Missing Smelting Director

BOSTON, March 17.—The authorities of 
Chicago, Denver, Leadville, Col., and 
Seattle have been asked to join in the 
search for Charles A, Clark of this city 
and Leadville, who disappeared from 
Chicago two weeks ago in company with 
James Davidson of Denver. 

Miss Augusta M. Clark of this city,

Decline in City Bonds. 

The recent improvement in the market 
for New York City bonds has been fol- 
lowed by a reaction which has carried 
both the outstanding 4s and 4%s to the 
lowest figures at which they have 
sold at any time lately, The 4%s sold on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday down to 
108, while the 4s of 1959 sold a full point 
under par. The latter have been selling 
on a lower income basis than the 44s, the 
4 per cent. bonds having the advantage, 
from the point of view of many purchas- 
ers, Of not selling at a premium. Institu- 
tions, in particular, would prefer to buy 
@ 4 per cent. bond at par, or, in other 
words, on a 4 per cent. basts, than to buy 
a 4% per cent. bond on a 4 per cent. basis, 
for while the yield in, both cases would 
be the same, the higher rate bond would 
carry a large premium, and thus be more 
exposed to a reduction in market value 
than would be the bond selling at par. 
The 4 per cent. bonds haye-been deriving 
advantage from this fact, and continue 
to do so, even at the present lower prices. 
The 4s at 99.are selling on about a 4.05 
per cent. basis, while the 434s at 108 are 
selling on about a 4.11 per cent. basis.

English Bauk Rate Increase. 

The advance in the English Bank rate 
yesterday from 3 to 4 per cent. fulfilled 
predictions that the rate would be raised 
at yésterday’s meeting of the Directors. 
The rate is now back where it was at 
the beginning of January, since when 
there had been two reductions, first to 
3% per cent., on Jan. 20, and then to 3 
per cent., on Feb. 10. The opinion was 
expressed in banking circles yesterday 
that tre undoing yesterday of the de- 
creases in the rate made in January and 
Feoruary indicated that the Directors had 
failed fu.ly to realize the true position of 
tne international money markets at the 
beginning of the year. Else, it was ar- 
gued, they would not have made two suc- 
cessive reductions in the rate, only to 
make an equivalent advance within a few 
weeks of the last change. The announce- 
mient of the advance in the English Bank 
rate caused a sharp upturn in foreign 
exchange rates at this centre, demand 
sterling rising from 4.87 to 4.8750, and 
later settling back to 4.8710. Sterling 
cables at the close of the day were quoted 
at 4.8745.

Effect on Foreign Buying. 

The higher bank rate will have the ef- 
fect, bankers said, of checking the recent 
good demand for American securities 
abroad. Vice President John E. Gardin 
of the National City Bank was among 
those who expresséd this opinion yester- 
day, as w2ll as that the likelihood of gold 
exports 10 Europe is now increased. He 
Said: ‘‘An outward movement of gold 
would have come sooner had it not been 
that Kurone has been a large buyer of 
our bonds. These securities will have to 
be made more attractive from now on, 
if we expect to prevent exports of gold, 
by selling them abroad.

back up the river to Sing Sing last night 
to begin the second relay of a life gen- 
tence imposed on him two years ago. 
Devoe escaped from the prison on March 
%. He was taken from Police Head- 
quarters by a Sing Sing keeper yesterday 
afternoon weeping because he had not 
recognized three Central Office detectives 
yesterday morning in time to use his own 
pistol on them before they covered him 
with iheirs, 

The reeapture of Devoe was made in a 
southbounl] Columbus Avenue car as it 
neared Eighth’ Avenue, in Fifty-third 
Street, at 8.50 o'clock yesterday morning: 
He had been trailed by detectives to the 
home of a woman with whom he had 
associated before being sent to Sing 
Sirg. . That the detectives were in the 
hall in front of her apartment on the 
second floor of 366 West Fifty-second 
Street had been noised about within, and 
Devoe had come out with his revolver in 
his right evercoat pecket, his finger on 
the tiigger, determined to shoot his way 
through their ranks to the freedom of the 
sireet below. 

Devoe, as he afterward explained at 
Police Headquarters, didn’t make the 
most of his opportunity there, for the 
deiectives fooled him into the belief tha' 
they were not plain clothes men, but 
merely friends of tenants in the build- 
ing waiting to keep appointments. 

They did not try to stop him in the 
hallway Just after he had passed out 
Detective Mugge, one of the three on 
guard, decided to give chase. Detectives 
(gaynor and Toner followed. With De- 
voe was Frank Muratore, who had made 
a tour of inspection into the hall of the 
West Fifty-second Street house shortly 
before Devoe had come out. 

_Mugse saw Devoe board a fast-moving 
Columbus Avenue car. By Sprinting hard 
he succeeded in boarding the car just be- 
hind Devoe and Muratore, getting so 
near to Devoe that he was able to push 
him violently forward as he opened the 
door to step inside off the platform. Both 
men acted quickly, Devoe turning to push 
his revolver against the stomach of the 
detective just as Mugge pulled his own 
revolver and placed the muzzle against 
Devoe's forehead. 

“Tam an officer of the law. 
instantly or T'll shoot your head off,’ 
came in loud tones from the*detective, 
and men and women passengers made 2 
wild stampede for the front platform 
while the motorman. hearing the cries of 
the women, put on the brake. 

For an instant the two men stood to- 
gether, the outline of the muzzle of De- 
voe's revolver showing clearly through 
his overcoat, jabbed close against his 
captor’s form. Then two more revolvers 
made their appearance in the hands of 
Detectives Toner and Gaynor, who by 
this time also had overtaken the car. 
Devoe was then taken to Police Head- 
quarters. In Devoe’s pockets was found 
in addition to a loaded revolver a box 
containing 100 shelis. His companion also 
was searched. but no revolver was found 
on him. | 

At Police Headquarters State Detective 
Jackson, who had come down to take an- 
other escaped prisoner back to Sing Sing, 
saw Devoe. 

‘‘ Hello, Jackson,” said Devoe, 
I've got to go back with you. TI had the 
clothes and the money, and I was all 
ready to go West to-night. But these 
‘fly cops’ got me. I wish I'd recognized 
that they were ‘ bulls ’ when I saw them 
in the hallway.’ 

‘You wouldn’ t have killed them,” sug- 
gested a dctective. 
‘I sure would,’’ 
was their lives against mine.”’

Sing he was quartered with 300 others 
in a temporary sleeping room built in the 
upper floor of a workshop just outside of. 
the main prison building, but in the prison 
ard. It had been arranged because of 
he overcrowded condition in the regular 
prison. 

“It took me an hour and a half to saw 
out,"’ Devoe said. ‘They picked up 
Jimmy Clark’ who came out with me, and 
maybe they think he had something to 
do with planning the get-away, but he 
didn’t. All he did was to sneak out after 
I had cut the bars loose. I got some! 
files and worked on two bars in the hall- 
way just outside of the sleeping room, 

When they gave way I let myself down 
into the prison yard and then watched till 
I got a chance to get over the wall. Clark 
sneaked along after me, and we landed 
finally on ice in the river. Then we made 
our way to the railroad track and fol- 
lowed it to Tarrytown. We split there, 

and Clark got picked up, while I caught 
a freight train to New York.’ 

oe What made you kill ‘ Lefty’ Boyle?” 
put ‘tn Inspector McCafferty. 

*“Well,”” replied Devoe, ‘‘ Lefty’ was 
always doing small jobs for which other 
men were being sent away. He had a 
plant to have me sent away. and so [| 
fixed him. I'd do it again if I had the 
chance.’ 

The police version of the Boyle killing 
is somewhat different, and as told among 
the men at Headquarters a woman was 
at the bottom of it. She had stolen a 
round sum of money and jewelry from a 
wealthy Southerner named Prichard, to 
whom she had given a drugged drink, 

*‘Lefty’’ Boyle heard of it from a de- 
tective, for whom he acted as ‘stool 





pigeon,’ and followed the woman, rob- 
bing her in turn, After this violation of 
the ethics of the light-fingered class a 
social chill surrounded Boyle in his old 
familiar haunts, and he finally sent for 
District Attorney Jerome after he had 
been locked up in the Tombs and had 
appealed in vain for help from his old 
associates. 

The investigation that the District At- 
torney started into the perce system that 
stood between crooks in the Tenderloin 
section and their arrest after robbing vic- 
tims caused general alarm in the suspect- 
ed section. It also caused the return of a 
roll of bills containing $2,000 taken from 
Prichard in the Tenderloin Police Station, 
of which no previous official record had 
peen made. Although Boyle's friends had 
refused to bail him out, he appeared in 
the Tenderloin section one day, and it 
was rumored that he had been sent out 
by: Jerome to sleuth among his former 
friends. While standing on the corner of 








Twenty-elghth erent and Bighth Avenue | 
Boyle was shot in the back. He was hur- 
ried to the New York Hospital, where he} 
died, but not before he had had time! 
to identify Devoe as his assailant. 

The woman in the present case is Ida 
Burger, known also as ‘‘Ida the Goose. 
She was arrested, and while Devoe was 
bound back to Sing Sing with State De- 
tective Jackson the Burger woman and 
Muraiore were being arraigned in the 
Tombs Court on a charge of aiding and 
abetting the concealment of an escaped 

risoner. They were committed to the 

ombs under bail of $1,500 each for ex- 
amination to-day.

BLACKJACKED IN 
A PULLMAN BERTH 


Chester L. Hill Robbed While 
Asleep on His Way Here 
from Philadelphia. 








'DIDN’T) FEEL THE BLOW 





Vice President of the Philadeiphla 
Asbestos Company Awoke Bleed- 
ing from a Cut Head. 





While Chester L. Hill, Vice President 
and General Manager of the Philadelphia 
Asbestos Company of Manheim, Penn.,, 
lay asleep in his berth on a Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey train bound for this 
city. from Philadelphia Wednesday night, 
a robber parted the curtains, dealt him 
a blow on the side of the head which 
knocked him unconscious, and made off 
with his vest, containing his gold watch 
and fob and $635 in cash, which he had 
put beneath his pillow. 

This is the story which he told the Cen- 
tral Railroad police yesterday. Hill says 
he entered the Pullman car which is 
opened to Philadelphta passengers at 10 
o'clock, but did not retire until after 
midnight. He fell asleep, he says, soon 
after the train left Wayne Junction, and 
did not become conscious again until it 
was pulling out of Bound Brook. Then he 
discovered that there was blood on his 
head and on the bedclothes. Unaware that 
he had been robbed, he got up and stum- 


| bled to the end of the car, where Pullman 


Porter Smith was making up his report. 
“T’ye hit my head against something, 
or something has hit me,’’ he said. 
Smith became suspicious when he found 
a wound over an inch long on the side of 





Hill's head and went back with him to 
his berth. There they found the bed 
clothes in disorder and covered . with 
blood. The next moment Hill gave a cry 
of alarm. e had lifted the “Allow and 
discovered that his vest, containing his 
money and valuables, was gone. A hur- 
ried search was at once made through 
the car, and in the dressing room at the 
rear, Hill’s vest was found. There was 
not a trace of the thief, but an open ves- 
pom door showed how he had made iis 
esca 

Conductor Glair was aroused, but de- 
cided that ke had no authority to ques- 
tion the passengers until they were ot 
ened at 7 o’clock yesterday mevgagy Wee 
Jersey City. He sent a telegram fro 
Blizabeth to the railroad police, and cena 
the train pulled into the terminal about 
5 o'clock, Capt. Reynolds of the Jersey 
Cantral and Policeman Green of the J ersey 
City force were on hand. After hearing 
Mr. Hill’s story they questioned the pas- 
sengers one by one as they left the car, 
but no suspicion rests upon them, and 
no arrests were made. The police are in- 
clined to believe that the robber boarded 
the train at Philadelphia. As they have 
no description of the thief there is slight 
hope of his capture. 

Mr, Hill refused medical attention, and, 
after having breakfast in aie station res- 
taurant, came on to this city. He could 
not explain the attack, as he has no ree- 
Ollection of any struggle.
